The British Ambassdor and the Ger- 
man Minister have both cabled to their 
Governments the fact that Mr. Bowen has 
expressed his willingness to give the allies 
preferential treatment for three months in 
order that they may emerge from the con- 
troversy without injury to their honor.

The weather schedule went all awry yes- 
terday. A large, damp cloud dropped out 
of its orbit and fell all over this city, and 
last evening a thunderstorm, which was not 
due until the middle of April, broke in and 
drove the cloud away.

CHICAGO STORM BOUND. 


City Practically Isolated from the Rest 
of the World for Hours.

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—For hours to-day Chi- 
cago was isolated from the rest of the 
world in consequence of the blizzard that 
has been raging throughout the country. 
Telegraph wires throughout the city were 
out of service east and west, not a single 
wire stretching north and south was work- 
ing. Meagre communication was had with 
Milwaukee on the north and St. Louis on 
the south during the forenoon. These wires 
were so weighted down with sleet and snow 


that slow progress was made by the tele- 
graph operators. 

At 10:30 the long-distance telephone com- 
pany succeeded in getting connection with 
Omaha, from which point far western and 
northern points could be reached by tele- 
graph. 

Long-distance telephone connection was 
established to St. Paul shortly after noon, 
and a little European and Southern news 


was received from the East by way of the | 


Canadian Pacific Telegraph lines; news 


from the west being sent east and south by | 


the circuitous route. Meanwhile the direct 
wires from the east had been re-established 
as far west as Hammond, Ind., and a large 
force of repair men was at work trying to 
bridge the gap between that point and Chi- 
cago. 

All trains due between midnight and noon 
arrived from twenty minutes to two hours 
late. The railroads are unusually fortunate 
as regards this storm.. The snow is wet, 
and although high winds are blowing across 
the country, it has not drifted. Otherwise 
traffic would have been blockaded. 

As a result of the damage to telegraph 
wires due to the continued combination of 
snow, sleet, rain, and wind, all of Chicago's 
business depending upon telegraphic com- 
munication is paralyzed. 

Trading on the Board of Trade and Stock 
Exchange was practically brought to a 
standstill. Newspaper offices received lit- 
tle news from the outside world during the 
day and the business of the Western Union 
and zeeras Telegraph Companies almost 
ceased. 


BLIZZARD IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Heavy Damage to Stock in Nebraska, 
Wyoming, and South Dakota.

OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 4,—Nebraska, Wy- 
oming, and South Dakota are suffering 
from the results of the heaviest blizzard 
for ten years, and grave fears of large 
losses to live stock are expressed by cattle- 
men. The storm’ struck Nebraska early 
yesterday and raged all day. The wind 
reached a velocity of forty miles per hour. 

The snow has drifted deep in the small 
valleys throughout the stock country, and 
in many places is 20 to 40 feet deep. In 
other places the fierce wind has swept the 
ground bare. Railroad traffic is practical- 
ly suspended, and freight service is aband- 
oned entirely. 

Reports from all parts of the State show 
the storm to be centréd over the stock- 
raising portions of the country, just where 
the snow and cold will do the greatest dam- 
age. 

Telegrams from the Black Hills country 
say many of the canyons and gulches are 
almost filled with snow and prospecting 
will be stopped for many days. 


BAD STORM IN OHIO. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Feb. 4.—Reports of

Broken by Storm it Strikes Miss Egbert 
Near Her Newark Home. 


NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 4.—Emma Egbert, 
nineteen years of age, daughter of Theodore 
Egbert, of 19 Central Avenue, was killed 
this evening half a block from her home. 
In company with Miss Grace Bunbridge, 
she started to walk from her home to that 
of her grandmother, at 122 Central Ave- 
nue, a block away. 

The wind was blowing a gale, and tore 
from a large tree a limb ten feet long ard 
three inches in diameter at its largost 
part. As it fell it hit the two girls. Muss 
Bunbridge was knocked down by the small- 
er branches, while the heavy part hit Miss 
Egbert. Her skull was fractured and her 
neck broken. Her body was carried back 
to her home. 


LIGHTNING HIT STEEL PLANT.

FIERCE STORM AT WILMINGTON. 


Wind of Great Velocity Blows Down 
Houses and Does Great Damage 
—Several Persons Hurt. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Feb. 5.—A heavy 
hail and rainstorm accompanied by wind 
of terrific velocity swept over this city to- 
night, and during its progress seven per- 
sons .were injured and property was dam- 
; aged to the extent of nearly $50,000. 

In every section of the city houses were 
unroofed an trees were uprooted. At 
Browntown, a suburb, ten new brick dwell- 
ings were demolished, and another row of 
six houses, occupied by Poles and Italians, 
were badly damagéd. Several of the occu- 
pants were injured by falling walls and 
flying glass. 

At the Harlan & Hollingsworth ship- 
building plant atraveling crane, weighing 
eighteen tons, was forced frem its tracks 
and crashed through the mold loft. 

Newport, a small village near here, also 
suffered severely from the storm. 


HIGH WATER AT PITTSBURG,

rising about 3 inches an hour. The Alle-

feet 8 inches, rising 4 inches an hour, and 
the Monongahela below No, 1 Dam has 22 
feet, rising about 24% inches an hour. Fore- 
caster Ridgway of the local Weather Bu- 
reau says that not more than 22 feet will 


| be reached, the cold wave having some 
effect in checking the rise. Residents vf 
the lower portion of Allegheny have re- 
moved to safe quarters, and at some of the 
smaller boroughs cautionary measures haye 
been taken to guard against injury from 
the flood. One million bushels of coal was 
shipped south to-day, being taken out of 
Pittsburg. 


Sixty-Mile Gale at Knoxville. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 4.—A heavy 
rain and wind storm prevailed here list 
night.

Extensive damage was done 
to electric wires, and for several hours this

FALLING STEEPLE KILLS TWO. 


Firemen Victims at the Burning of a 
Parish Hall at Hudson, Mass. 


HUDSON, Mass., Feb. 4.—Two firemen 
were killed and four others seriously in- 
jured by falling walls during the fire which 

; destroyed the Parish Hall of St. Michael’s 
Society to-night. 

The fire when discovered had gained such 
headway that the firemen found it would 
be impossible to save the structure. Ac- 
cordingly they bent their energies to the 
protection of St. Michael’s Church and the 
rectory, both adjoining. The Parish Hall 


was formerly tne society's church, and was 
adorned by an old-fashioned square-shaped 


steeple. 

To this steeple the firemen had climbed, 
and from it as a point of vantage, unheed- 
ing the flames in the main part, were pour- 
ing water upon the threatened property. 
The roof unexpectedly fell in, carrying the 
steeple with it, and forcing the walls out- 
ward and down upon the firemen who were 
below.

BERESFORD UPHOLDS 
MONROE DOCTRINE 


British Admiral Pleads for a Larger 
American Navy. 


Anglo-American Sentiments Cheered at 
Pilgrims’ Society Dinner at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. 


England and the United States, bound to- 
gether through common racial origin, @ 
common language and literature, a common 
heritage of tradition and common interests 
of trade, by ties stronger than Legislatures 
can enact or diplomats create by formal 
alliance—this was the thought at the dinner 
of the Pilgrim Society of the United States 
in the Astor Gallery of the Waldorf-Astoria 
last evening. 

The guest of the evening was Lord 
Charles Beresford, who voiced the sup- 
port of England for the Monroe Doctrine, 
and pleaded for an American navy which 
should protect American commerce, for, he 
said, the navy is the rate of insurance 
which the country bears in order to insure 
the proper delivery of its products. 

About 200 persons were present at the 
dinner, and in addition to Lord Charles, the 
English Society of Pilgrims was represent- 
ed by two of its Executive Committee— 
George T. Wilson and Lindsay Russell, in 
the absence of Chauncey M. Depew and 
Gen. Joseph Wheeler, the other American 
members. The Astor Gallery was draped 
simply with the American flag and the 
English standard intertwined behind the 
speakers’ table, and the music consisted of 
popular and patriotic airs of the two coun- 
tries, in which the diners joined lustily. 
George T. Wilson, President of the Ameri- 
can Society, presided. 

He explained the circumstances under 
which the Society of the Pilgrims had come 
into being during the recent coronation 
ceremonies, its purpose, and its success in 


extending its branches into all English- 
speaking countries—the United States, Can- 
ada, India, and Australia—that the bonds 


uniting the nations might be the more 
closely knit, and noted that in September 
next the American Society hoped to extend 


to Lord Roberts, the same courtesies as 
offered to Lord Beresford. The speakers of 
the evening, in addition to Lord Beresford, 
were the Rey. Dr. Donald Sage Mackay, 
Ferdinand W. Peck, Simeon -Ford, Job E. 
John W. Griggs, Capt. Sigsbee, 
and Admiral Barker, United States Navy. 

At the speakers’ table were seated Lord 
Beresford, George T. Wilson, Lyman J. 
Gage, Julien T. Davies, the Rev. Dr. Mack- 
ay, Morris K. Jesup, William Butler Dun- 
can, F. W. Peck, Lindsay Russell, Jchn 
Bassett Moore, Capt. F. W. Chadwick, 
Herbert Noble, James M. Beck, Job E. 
Hedges, Gen. Francis Vinton Greene, Sim- 
eon Ford, and Capt. Sigsbee. 

The dinner was started shortly after 7:30 
o'clock, the hour set, and it was after 9 
o'clock when the entrée of a model of the 
Condor, the ship which Lord Beresford 
commanded at the battle of Alexandria, 
with a model of an American battleship, 
enshrouded in the flags of the two nations, 
denoted the beginning of the speechmaking. 

_Then the toastmaster called for toasts to 
King Edward of England and President 
Theodore Roosevelt of the United States, 
which were given with a zest, only to be 
ft ed by a more enthusiastic toast to 
England and the United States, the two 
dominant nations. 


LORD BERESFORD. SPEAKS. 

The toastmaster then. introduced Lord 
Charles Beresford. He said in part: ‘ The 
nearer we can draw the two great English- 
speaking nations together the better it 
will be for both of them. England and 
America have the same origin, the same 
literature, the same religion, the same 


trade, the. same ideas of honor, and it was 
only 126 years ago that they were one and 
the same people. They are the only two 
nations who are. particularly patrictic in 
that they depend upon their sons to volun- 
teer for their armies and navies, and to go 
out to fight their battles. I speak this 
without prejudice against the other na- 
tions who have. their own ways of enlist- 
ment—sometimes by conscription. But you 
know well that if your President should 
hold up his hand and tell the people that 
the safety of the Nation is endangered the 
whole country would go out to fight. 
‘“‘And so, if our good King Edward VII. 
should raise his hand to Englishmen, they 
would rise to their country’s seryice, as has 
been recently exemplified in the South 
African war, in which we have been mixed 


up. 

‘* When I landed in this country some one 
of the representatives of your. press, always 
striving to get the news, distorted a saying 
of mine regarding the Monroe Doctrine by 
the omission of a sentence so that it ap- 
peared very differently from the way in 
which it was spoken. I want to be perfectly 
clear to-night. And I will say this, that 
if we read history we will find that the 
Monroe Doctrine after all was originated 
by an Englishman, in 1820, when it was 
said that might should not make right, and 
that the small Spanish possessions in South 
America should not come under the holy 
alliance, 

“Then your great President, Monroe, 
said the same thing, and England support- 
ed him, and she has done so ever since. And 
this is what 1 want to point out, that on no 
occasion has Great Britain done other than 
to substantiate the Monroe Doctrine. The 
only occasion when it was called into cues- 
tion was in the French occupation of Mex- 
ico. That occupation, coming at a time 
when the United States was involved in 
the civil war, the United States gave notice 
that as soon as that struggle was over she 
would see that the doctrine was enforced. 
Then England stepped in with America, 
and you know what happened to the 
French. 

‘“*I want to call your attention to the fact 
that as recently as last November the Brit- 
ish Government, in the House of Commons, 
declared its support to the doctrine in its 
entirety. If I were an American I would 
fight for it. Being an Englishman, I will 
support it, of course, so long as the inter- 
ests of my country are favored by it. 

“You would doubtless like my opinion on 
matters going on in South America. I am 
not going to give it to you, and I will tell 
you why. believe that it is the whole 
business of public men to allay suspicion 
and irritation. So my whole answer now is 
that the men in charge should be allowed 
to determine the conditions, according to 
their judgment. When I go home I may 
have some views to express which will be 
different. But you know the circumstances 
will then be different. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] 


FORMAL ALLIANCE NEEDLESS. 


‘People talk about the two countries 
coming together. I do not believe that any 
alliance of England and America is neces- 
sary in the formal sense of the word, be- 
cause England and America are amply able 
to take care of themselves and need no 
help from any one. When we speak of 
closer relations, it is for the great purposes 
of peace and for the furtherance of our 
commercial development. 

“The question is how we shall get to- 
gether. here is no necessity of a political 
alliance, nor could we make one. But we 
can make a natural alliance through the 
ownership of the great Industries of the 
world and through the sharing of their 
profits, 

“There is a great idea over here that 
the old country is going down. It is not 
going down at all, but it. has arrived at a 
time .when the competitiOn is severe, and 
has not adapted itself to the changed con- 
ditions as you have. You have introduced 
the element of the young man in the exec- 
utive management of your business; you 
have paid attention to the cost of produc- 
tion; vou have allowed the workmen to 
share in your profits by taking your stocks 
and have interested them in your business 
by accepting their suggestions for the bet- 
terment of your processes, | 

“In addition, you have for thé most part 
a floating capital, whereas ours is tied t up 
by settlements and trusteeships. And I ma 
eer here that if you do have a bad time it 
will be the more serious for this reason, 
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ONE CENT 


but I don’t believe that you will have it. 
{Applause and laughter.] 

‘* And now of the navy. I believe that the 
navy is the rate of insurance which a na- 
tion bears in order to insure a proper de- 
livery of its goods borne on water, and .as 
long as we look on it in this way we will 
never find a navy a burden. A navy is not 
to provoke war, but to keep the_ peace. 
[Applause.] If we see a lot of policemen 
we don’t say: ‘What a possibility of a 
deuce of a row!’ but ‘How safely we are 
protected in the enjoyment of our rights! 
Battleships are cheaper than war, and 
what a different result we would have had 
in our South African war if it were not 
for our fleet, for do you suppose that any 
one of the European powers would not 
have cut off our. line of communication if 
it had not been for our battleships? 

“There is now only one dispute pending 
between the two countries, and that in re- 
gard to Alaska. I am glad to see that there 
is a disposition to get together in the mat- 
ter, and I don’t see any reason why we 
should not get together on all other mat- 
ters. If we do this, we will ensure the com- 
mercial freedom of land and sea and will 
look forward to the reuniting in spirit~of 
the two greatest nations of the world, 
Great Britain and America.” : 

Prolonged applause followed Lord Charles’s 
speech. 


THE OTHER SPEAKERS. 


Following Lord Charles Beresford, Chair- 
man Wilson told of the formation and early 
history of the “‘ Pilgrims ’’ of London, and 
read a #ablegram which he had received 


yesterday inviting all the members_of the 
United States society to attend in Londo 
on March 3 a dinner to be given to thé 
American Ambassador there. The Rev. Dr. 
Donald Sage Mackay and Ferdinand W. 
Peck were next introduced and spoke 
briefly. 

Chairman Wilson then introduced Simeon 
Ford, who said in part: ‘ 

‘‘In order to be posted about this pilgrim 
business I looked in one of my childpen’s 
dictionaries to see the definition of Pilgrim. 
It said therein: ‘A pilgrim is one 
makes a pilgrimage.’ Then I looked up 
pilgrimage, and it said: ‘A pilgrimage is a 
journey undertaken by a pilgrim.’ This 
information did not seem sufficiently ex- 
plicit for a speech, so I examined your 
coat of arms, and that gave me some 
light. I saw thereon depicted.a likeness of 
Chauncey Depew wearing a*marked-down 
mackintosh mounted on either a charger or 
a palfrey, I couldn't tell which; but the 
Senator being a railroad man and therefore 
slow pay, it was probably a charger. 

‘*On the southerly exposure of the charg- 
er sits a bird which looks like a cross be- 
tween an American eagle and a Vermont 
dry-picked turkey, and by his side stalks 
the British lion, with a slight twist in his 
tail, looking as if the eagle had been trying 
ta take a fall out of him. 

‘“‘T am constrained to say that I trust and 
pray this bird and beast have had their last 
scrap with each other. The eagle is pre- 
maturely baldheaded and the lion has side 
whiskers, which would indicate that he has 
reached the age of discretion, and as they 
spring from a common ancestry and speak 
a common language and have a common 
sense of justness and fairness and decency, 
may they stand side by side as world build- 
ers and world civilizers, with malice to- 
ward none, with charity for all; with firm- 
ness in the right.’’ 

Capt. Chadwick, 
E. Hedges spoke briefly, and ex-Attorney 
General Griggs, who arrived late, was the 
last speaker of the evening. At the con- 
clusion of his address, those present arose,

SENATOR JONES TO RETIRE. 


Will Devote His Time to Business After 
the Present Session—Has Served 
Continuously Since 1873.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Senator Jones 
of. Nevada, who wili retire from the Senate 
with the termination of the present Con- 
gress, déGlared tc-day that he is tired of 
public life, and will hereafter devote himself 
to business pursuits. He has large and im- 
portant mining interests in Alaska and 
Mexico, to which part of his time has been 
devoted. 

‘*T have had all the experience I want in 
politics,”’ said Senator Jones, ‘‘ and I think 
I had better begin and make some money 
by giving my entire time to business.”’ 

Senator Jones is seventy years of age, 
and has been a member of the Senate since 
18738. His retirement will leave Senator 
Allison the oldest Senator in continuous 
service, Jones and Allison having entered 
the Senate at the same time. Senator 
Stewart of Nevada is the only man now in 
the Senate who was a member of that body 
when Jones and Allison entered. Stewart 
retired in 1875 after ten years’ service, and 
returned in 1887, since which he has been 
continuously a member. Mr. Stewart was 
first chosen to the Senate in 1864, upon the 
admission of Nevada as a State. 


LAND FOR W. K. VANDERBILT, JR. 


More Than 100 Acres Near Success 
Lake Purchased from Heirs of 
the Garretson Estate. 


William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., added to his 
real estate at Success Lake, at Great Neck, 
L. I., by purchasing 109% acres from. heirs 
of the Garretson estate yesterday. ‘The 


land is on both sides of a roadway. Mabel 
Potter, Pierrepont Potter, an infant, and 
Edna P. Potter each received $4,167. Mary

DISTRICT ATTORNEY PLEASED — 


Capts. Schmittberger, Elbert O. Smith, - 
Titus, and McClusky Qualify for 
Inspectorships—Walsh and 

O'Reilly Fail. 


One Inspector, a Captain, a Sergeant, and 
a wardman were dismissed from the Po- 
lice Department by Commissioner Greene 
yesterday after all had been tried before 
him or the Deputy Commissioners. 

The dismissed officials were Inspector 
Donald Grant of the Second District, Capt. 
John C. Stephenson of the Mulberry Street 
Station, Sergt. John Shiels, and*Patrolman 
John Dwyer. 

Inspector Grant and Capt. Stephenson, 
who are brothers-in-law, were tried re- 
cently before Deputy Commissioner Eb- 
stein on charges of neglect of duty in not 
suppressing disorderly houses in the pre- 
cinct which is governed by the Mulbderr; 
Street Station Five charges were pre/etred 
against Stephenson, including three specifi- 
cations. On four of the charges conduct 
unbecoming an officer, conduct injurious to 
the public peace and welfare, negiect of 
duty, and making faise reports, Stephen- 
son was found guilty, and he was ordered 
dismissed by Commissioner Greene. 

Inspector Grant came under the same 
charges, that is, for allowing disorderly. 
houses and saloons to operate in the Blev- 
enth Precinct. In some cases, the specifi- 
cations allege, liquor was allowed to be 
sold without license. a , 

It was charged in the complaint that the 
| Inspector failed to make the proper re- 

ports concernitg the places where tnese 
violations occurred. It was further charged 
that he neglected his duty after his atten- 
tion had been cailed to the violations of 
the law by his superior officers and when 
by the proper exercise of vigilance -n hig 
part they might have been stopped. in 
commenting upon the dismissal of Inspect. 
or Grant, Gen. Greene said: 

“He has had a deliberate and impartial 
trial in which he wag represented by able 
counsel and has been found guilty. The 
charges are fully sustained by the evidenca 
and an Inspector of Police found guilty en 
such charges is unfit to hold his responsi- 
bie office. 

“Phe said Inspector Grant is thereby 
dismissed from the police force of the City 
ai New York.” 

Grant is fifty-four years old. He had been 
on the force for twenty-six years and was 
the ninth officer in seniority in the uni- 
formed force. He 1s a veteran of the civil 
war. 

Inspector Grant and Capt. Stephenson 
were tried before Deputy Commissioner 
Ebstein about three weeks ago, and it wag 
wholly upon his recommendation to the 
Commissioner that both the officials were 
dismissed. Stephenson was dismissed once 
before from the force, following the Lexow 
investigation, and spent some time in the 
Tombs prison awaiting trial. He was 
charged with accepting a basket of peacheg 
from one Charles Seagrist while the Cap- 
tain was in command of the Leonard Street 
Station. Seagrist was a builder and had 
violated the city ordinance, when the Cap- 
tain ordered him to. desist. The Captain 
found a basket of peaches at his house 
a day or two afterward. 


JEROME RAID OUTCOME, 


The present charges against Stephenso& 
grew out of raids made by the District 
Attorney and his county detectives, when 
seven disorderly houses were raided in one 
night in the Mulberry Street precinct. The 
raids were made prior to Commissioner 
Greene taking office, but he immediately 
suspended the Inspector and Captain as 
soon as he took his position as Commis- 
sioner, as he did all other officials in the 
department who were under charges. 

The one specific charge against Shiels 
and Dwyer, and which culminated after 
trial in their dismissal, was also responsi- 
ble for Wardman Edward Glennon’s dis- 
missal and his conviction in the criminal 
courts, and may affect three members of 
the force who are to be tried next week. 

During the Summer of 1901 Capt. Flood 
was in command of the Tenderloin Pre- 
cinct. On July 14 he went on his vacation, 
leaving Sergt. Shiels in charge as Acting 
Captain. Dwyer was his wardman, and 
Glennon was still in the precinct doing 
duty, the nature of which he could not 
explain at his trial. 

The Parkhurst Society decided to raid 
the house located at 148 West Thirty-third 
Street. A man named Whitney confessed 
later that there was a system of tips in the 
Police Department and an established tel- 
ephone cipher. At any rate, Sergt. Shiels 
and Dwyer went to the house, which was 
supposed to be kept by Laura Mauret, and 
Agent McClintock of the Parkhurst Sogi- 
ety testified that he heard Dwyer give out 
the tip to the proprietor of the house 
that there was to be a raid in a short 
while. McClintock said he recognized 
Dwyer’s voice between the walls. Glennon 
was tried and convicted. He received’ a 
stay of proceedings, but later the Ap- 
pellate Division confirmed the finding of 
the lower court, and said he must serve his 
term in prison. He has now carried his 
case to the Court of Appeals. 

Four witnesses who tried to save Glen- 
non from conviction ony succeeded in 
getting themselves into trouble. They are 
Patrolman Patrick Cox, who had the post 
on West Thirty-third Street, and who 
swore that he had tried to gain admit- 
tance to the Mauret house but could not do 
so;,.Detectives Patrick Darcy and Schoenick 
of the ‘Central Office, who were detailed 
by Devery to do duty at the West Thirtieth 
Street Station, and Patrolman . Devaney, 
who was a plain-clothes man under Flood 
and supposed to be very close with Glen- 
non. These four policemen will be tried 
either by Commissioner Greene or Deputy 
Commissioner Ebstein next week. Shiels, 
Dwyer, Darcy, and Schoenick were all 
indicted by the Grand Jury, but their cases 
have not as yet come to trial. They were 
released on bail. 

Next door to the Mauret house lived 
James McAuliffe, who acted as a witness 
against Glennon and who later on a Sun- 
day morning, Feb. 16, 1902, was found un- 
conscious in Sixth Avenue, near Forty- 
eighth Street, and only a short time after 
he had been discharged from the West 


Side Court for intoxication. It was alle 
that he was beaten while in a cell in the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station, but, 





despite all efforts of the District Attorney, 

o evidence was gained to make any ar- 
rests or to secure sufficient evidence that 
McAuliffe had met with foul play. 

Great influence was brought to bear on 
Gen. Greene in behalf of Sergt. Shiels. His 
counsel, Mr. Ridgway, explained that the 
: nt was absolutely penniless and did 
not really have enough money to pay his 
counsel fees. Sergt. Shiels stated that he 

in acting command of the pre- 
cinct, which was a large one, and that 
os the short time while in that posi- 
tion he did not have sufficient time to 
clean the precinct. 

- Commissioner Greene did not hold this 
@s an excuse. In commenting upon the dis- 
missais he said: 

“In making these dismissals I.am follow- 
ing my regular course of purging the force 
of unworthy men, or, in other words, of 
weeding out the crooks.” 

The Commissioner announced yesterday 
that he had received from the Municipai 
Civil Service Commission the eligible list 
for the four Inspectorships vacant in the 
department.

STRIKERS UNDER CONTROL 


Troops Are Kept in Waterbury and 
There Is Little Violence. 


Sheriff Instructs His Deputies to Guard 
Cars on Their Trips—More Non- 
Union Men Arrive. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Feb. 4.—Stormy 
weather and extra precaution on the part 
of the authorities carried Waterbury 
through: the dangerous hours of to-night 
without serious trouble, 

Almost as the cars were on their last 
trips there occurred a little riot, and sol- 
diers are authority for the statement that 
guns were fired by lawless ones. There was 
little actual damage, however. 

The systematic patrol of the city by police 
and militia was much more effective to- 
night than before, and when midnight ar- 
rived it looked as if the military protec- 
tion afforded was adequate. Not the least 
important factor, perhaps, in the interests 
of order was the sincere efforts put forth 
by the strikers to keep their friends from 
the streets. No troops were withdrawn 
from the city to-day. Gov. Chamberlain 
decided not to reduce the force to-night at 
least. 


Thorough preparations were made to con- 
trol the situation. The military headquar- 
ters were equipped with a telephone system 
reaching out to every important point in 
the strike territory. The Signal Corps put 
into place powerful searchlights at the car 
barns and power house, and similar appa- 
ratus in a tall building on South Main 
Street, near headquarters. 

Sheriff Dunham arrived from New Haven 
just before 6 oclock with thirty deputies, 
newly sworn. The posse was escorted to 
the Court House. Sheriff Dunham, after 
a conference with Col. Burpee, dispatched 
to the car barns ten of his new deputies: 
They were armed and had orders to board 
the trolley cars and see that they were un- 
molested. The deputies were further in- 
Structd to co-operate fully with the police 
and militia. 

Sixteen more non-union men came in by 
train to-night, and were at once hustled 
into a trolley car, which took them to the 
car barns of the street railroad company. 
Knowledge of their coming was confined ‘to 
a small number of people. There was some 
hooting as the car sped along, but no vio- 
lence occurred. 

The strikers’ daily statement issued this 
afternoon had for its feature a plea ad- 
dressed to ‘Their Friends.” It urged 
workingmen after doing their usual 
Wednesday night shopping to return 
their homes without loitering on 
streets. 

The alleged presence in the city of sev- 
eral detectives from an out-of-town agency 
in the service of the trolley company was 
the subject of some discussion among the 
strikers and their friends late in the day. 

Clergymen tried to effect a compromise 
conference between the officials of the 
company and the strikers. The clergymen 
waited upon Col. Burpee, but their mission, 
it is stated, was unsuccessful.

BILLIARD CHAMPION WINS 


Gardner, the National Association 
Title Holder, Beats Poggenburg. 


Steady but Not Brilliant Play Achieved 
the Victory—Townsend Beats Stark 
in the First Game. 


Edward W. Gardner of the Passaic (N. 
J.) Club and the present champion of the 
National Association of Amateur Billiard 
Players, was more fortunate yesterday in 
his first game of the present tournament 
than was the Amateur Athletic Union 
champion, Wilson P. Foss. The National 
Association champion won, but it was not 
accomplished until after a hard struggle 
with Ferdinand Poggenburg, a former Na- 
tional Association champion and now the 
title holder of the Liederkranz Club of this 
city. It took Gardner 388 innings to score 
his 300 points at the 14.2-inch balk line 
play, while Poggenburg got 232. 

The third day’s play of the National As- 
sociation’s amateur tournament at the 
Hanover Club, Brooklyn, showed no dimi- 
nution of interest, and the crowd that 
gSreeted Gardner last night was fully as 
great as was the gallery that honored Foss 
on the preceding night. The afternoon 
game also drew a comfortable sprinkling 
of billiard experts. 

The players in the earlier match were Ar- 
thur Townsend, the Hanover Club cham- 


pion, and J. Byron Stark of Wilkesbarre, 
Penn., who was a former Class B cham- 
pion of the Amateur Athletic Union. Town- 
send won by 12 points after having been be- 
hind during the greater part of the match, 
scoring 300 to 288 in forty innings. Stark 
defeated Conklin on the first night, and 
Tuesday night the latter defeated Foss; and 
now Stark’s defeat has served further to 
complicate prophecies of the critics regard- 
ing the possible outcome, 

Gardner's play in the evening while not 
displaying that finesse and delicacy of ex- 
ecution that characterized the Liederkranz 
clubman’s play, was of a very steady and 
high-class order, more in the latter haif 
of the match than in the early part, Gard- 
ner has not been well recently, and it was 
feared that his physical weakness might 
handicap him severely. It looked so ior 
half of the game, for at the end of the 
nineteenth inning the champion only had 
scored 77 points, but Poggenburg was not 
much better, for he only had 94. 

The latter made his sensational jump with 
a run of 71 in the twenty-first inning, and 
he followed it up with a run of 18, but 
after that his gy og winning form fell 
off abruptly and for the remaining sixteen 
innings he failed to make a run higher than 
9 points at a time.

TROUBLE IN FRENCH ARMY. 


Recent Incidents Declared to be Unim- 
portant at Present, but War 
Minister Is Alert. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YorRK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Feb. 5.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Times says the recent 
military, incidents which were the sub- 
ject of lively press comment do not tes- 
tify to any general spirit of insubordina- 
tion. The War Minister, however, 
thought it proper to take energetic steps 
to repress the tendency im certain mili- 
tary circles that was so strikingly re- 
vealed on a memorable occasion a few 
years ago. 

It were idle to deny that his efforts 
caused discontent in anti-republican cir- 
cles, which are extremely sensitive in 
consequence of the campaign against 
the religious associations, but Gen. An- 
dré seems quite competent to deal with 
the incidents. Capable observers of mili- 
tary affairs have no apprehensions. 


BLAMES “SHIPPING RING.” 


Under Secretary for the British Colo- 
nies Tells of Diversion of South Afri- 
can Trade to America. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—Speaking at a bun- 
quei of the Edinburgh Chamber of Com- 
merce to-night, the Earl of Onslow, Under 
Secretary for the Colonies, referred to the 
Government inquiry into trade conditions 
in South Africa. He said that one of the 
greatest hindrances to the development cf 
British trade was the excessive cost of 
freight. If that were the result of open 
competition he would have nothing to say, 
but it was due, he declared, to a shipping 
ring and 10s. difference in freight rates in 
favor of the United States had resulted in 
severa! orders for rails going to America 
instead of to Great Britain. 

The Governments of the Transvaal and 
the Orange River Colony were about to 
place large orders for rails, locomotives, 
and every sort of goods for the develop- 
ment of the country, and the Colonial De- 
partment was determined to endeavor to 
secure this trade, even if it were obliged 
to charter its own steamers. The Colonial 
Department further would aim at securing 
fair and remunerative freight rates, not 
only for the Government, but for the pub- 
lic. : 


INDIANS GREET GEN. MILES. 


Chiefs in “ Buffalo Bill’s ’ Troupe Shake 
Hands in London with Soldier Who 
Fought Against Them. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—Gen. Miles, accompa- 
nied by a party which included Henry 
White, Secretary of the United States Em- 
bassy; the United States Naval Attaché, 
Capt. Clover; Consul General Evans, and 
others were to-night the guests of Col. 
Cody at Olympia Hall, where the Wiid 
West Show is being given. An interesting 
meeting took place between the General 
and his old scout, After dinner the healths 
of King Edward and President Roosevelt 
were pledged amid great enthusiasm. 

Col. Cody then conducted the party to 
the Indian quarters, where the chiefs greet- 
ed the General with the utmost cordiality, 
many of the Indians not having seen Gen. 
Miles since they fought against him. The 
General recognized. and conversed with 
some of the Indians, who were much grati- 
fied at being allowed to shake hands with 
him. 

The party witnessed the show from a box 
which was lavishly draped with the British 
and American national colors. 


NEWGATE PRISON RELICS SOLD. 


Articles with Gruesome Histories 
Fetched Very Low Prices. at 
Public Auction. 


LONDON, Feb. 4.—The relics of Old New- 
gate Prison were sold at auction this aft- 
ernoon and hardly fetched the value of 
scrap iron. ‘There was a large crowd of 
spectators present, including a number of 
Americans, but the bidding was very slack. 
There was some competition for the old 
oak, the hangman’s key, and the cupboard 
mentioned in ‘‘ Barnaby Rudge,"’ which 
brought $62.50. s 

The old death bell fetehed $500. The 
staff on which the black flag was hoisted 
went for $60, copper washbowls used by 
the prisoners were sold for $5 each, nine 
plaster heads of persons executed were 
knocked down at $25, and the main en- 
trance door, which was broken down by the 
Gordon rioters, brought $150. 


SULTAN OF OBBIA A PRISONER. 


| One of the Mad Mullah’s Chief Agents 


Said to be Detained on an 
Italian Gunboat. 


ADEN, Arabia, Feb. 4.—Advices received 
here to-day from Obbia, (on the Somali 
coast of East Africa,) say that the Italian 
Consul there on Jan. 29 invited Yusuf Ali, 
the Sultan of Obbia, and his eldest son on 
board an Italian gunboat, where they were 
detained. 

This, it is pointed out, removes one of the 
chief difficulties in the British arrange- 
ments for an advance against the Mad 
Mullah of Somaliland, who depended on the 
co-operation of the Sultan of Obbia for in- 
formation and ammunition. 


In February, 1889, the Sultan of Obbia put 
his Sultanate under the protection of Italy 
and later the protectorate was extended by 
treaty with the Sultan of the Mijertain 
Somalis, and later still with the Sultan of 
Italian Somaliland now has an 
area of 100,000 square miles, with about 
400,000 inhabitants.

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HANNA AIDS EX-SLAVES] 816 Grant To 


Introduces “by Request” a Bill to 
Pension Them. 


This Plan Was Rejected by President 
Roosevelt and Its Advocates Threat- 
ened to Make Trouble. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Senator Hanna 
to-day introduced a bill providing tor pen- 
sioning colored people who were slaves un- 
til emancipated by the proclamation of 
President Lincoln. This is not a new prop- 
osition, but surprise is expressed that Sen- 
stor Hanna should bring it forward at this 
time. The measure was introduced “ by re- 
quest,” which fact printed on the title 
page of a bill is regarded as a declaration 
that its sponsor does not in any way hold 
himself responsible for it. 

The bill provides that persons over fifty 
years cf age and less than sixty, -vhether 
male or female, shall receive a cash DSounty 
of $100 and monthly pensions of $8 Der 
month; persons between sixty and seventy 
years old, a bounty of $300 and a pension 
ot $12 per month, and persons over seventy 
years old a bounty of $500 and a pension of 
$15 per month. It also provides for the pay- 
ment of the bounty and pension to reta- 
tives who may be charged with the c 
€x-slaves. 

For many years there has been a 
bination among a number of sharp an% de- 
signing colored men in various sections of 
the country to obtain contributions cf 
money from former slaves under ihe pre 
tense that such contributions were needed 
to secure the passage of a bill by 
gress to provide them with pensions. Those 
at the head of the scheme worked on the 
credulity of their victims by using the 
print of the bill introduced, which in many 
instances was as effective though it 
Were a copy of a law actually passed. 

Heretofore the bills have been introduced 
by members of Congress not so well ' nown 
as Senator Hanna. The placing of his name 


upon the bill -will undoubtedly have a 
greater effect than ever upon the ignorant 
lLegroes who are supporting ine scneme 
with their little earnings. 

The old way of working the plan 
to have the negroes in a community form a 
“branch” of an “association,” at the 
head of which were the promoters of the 
echeme. It was necessary before establish- 
ing the branch to get a charter, which cost 
$2.50, and for each member of the branch 
to have an individual certificate, for which 
he paid 25 cents. The dues were 10 cents 
a month. It was estimated three years

Mr. Roosevelt refused to have 
anything to do with it, calling it a “ wild 
cat pension scheme.’ Mitchell icft the 
White House promising to make trouble. 
Me returned to his home ‘in Tennessee, 
where he edits an influential negro news- 

aper, and has since been attacking the 

‘yesident in its columns. 

There are enough negroes enlisted in the 
scheme to make trouble politically if any 
effort is seriously made to direct their at- 
tention inthat- direction. 

It was after Mitchell had‘seen the Presi- 
Gent and madé-these threats that ‘he lat- 
tes saw the leacers of the Afro-American 
Council, who originated the scheme for 
having a committee on negro patronage 
appointed which would have the decision of 
all appointments. At the same time they 
denounced the ex-slave pension project, 
and will defend the President if the Indus- 
trial Council makes a fight upon_him. 

The Industrial Council met in Wasaing- 
ton in January and issued resolutions for 
the formation of an independent negro 
party which shouli vote for candidates 
willing to further its plan. " 

Senator Hanna treated the subject lightly 
when asked about it to-day. “ only in- 
troduced the bill by request,” he said. “I 
am not going to push it.”’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—A general order 
dated Jan. 27, making a number of highly 
important military assignments was issued 
at the War Department to-day. Under this 
order the following changes will occur: 

Major Gen. Arthur MacArthur is assigned to 
command the Department of California, to relieve 
Major Gen. Robert P. Hughes, who will be re- 
tired April 11. 

Major Gen. John C. Bates will relieve Major 


Gen. MacArthur of the command of the Depart- 
metit of the Lakes April 1. 

Brig. Gen. James F. Wade will relieve Major 
Gen. Davis of the command of the Division of 
the Philippines on or before July 26. On being 
relieved, Major Gen. Davis will be retired. The 
aides of Gen. Hughes and Gen. Davis will be 
ordered to join their regiments. 

Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood will proceed to 
Manila for assignment to command the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao. 

Brig. Gen. George M. Randall will be relieved 
of the command of the Department of Columbia 
by April 1 and report to the commanding Gen- 
eral of the Division of the Philippines. 

Brigadier Gen. Funston will be assigned to the 
command of the Department of Columbia, re- 
lieving Gen. Randall not later than April 1. 

Brig. Gen. Frank D. Baldwin will succeed 
Gen. Funston in command of the Department 
of Colorado,

New Orleans Council Rushes Through

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 4.—The City Coun- 
cil to-day adopted, by a vote of 14 to 3, the 
ordinance the New Orleans and San 
Francisco Railroad Company, granting to 
that corporation all the concessions, rights, 
and privileges asked by it for the purpose 
of entering New Orleans.

OLD BOSTONIAN A SUICIDE. 
John Lord Curtis Kills Himself With 
a Dose of Morphine.

BOSTON, Feb. 4.—In the midst of wealth 
and luxury John Lord Curtis, the last 
member Of one of the oldest and at one time 
one of the most aristocratic families of 
Boston, committed suicide Tuesday night 
by taking morphine. The suicide took 
place at his home, 23 Beaumont Street, 
Dorchester. 

A key to the family tomb at Greenwood 
Cemetery, Brooklyn, was found by his side, 
and he left instructions to have his body 
cremated and sent to the tomb in Broklyn. 
A letter which he left provided for the dis- 
posal of his property, which is consider- 
able, including the Eliot Hotel, Roxbury, 
and other real estate. The last of His line, 
with none left to mourn him save a Mr. 
Chapin of Charleston and a few neighbors, 
he has made the former his heir and left 
some of the valuable curios with which the 
house is filled to the latter. 

At one time Mr. Curtis was a member of 
the banking house of J. B. Moors & Co. He 
was compelled to retire from active busi- 
ness, being attacked with locomotor ataxia, 
which left him a cripple. 

The one person who ever thoroughly wn- 

. derstood the old gentleman was his house- 
keeper, a Mrs. Matthews, who worked for 
him twenty-five years, and who died a 
year ago. There is a touch of romance 
about the bachelor’s actions after her 
death. He had come to regard this woman 
as a mother, and, to keep her in memory, 
he stopped all the clocks at 4:15, the time 
at which she died, and he has kept them 
so ever since. The place which she occu- 
pied, opposite to his own at the table, has 
been decorated with flowers every morn- 
ing since she died, and her grave has been 
kept bright with flowers. On the dining 
room table in the midst of the flowers was

WATER WASTE DISCUSSED. 


City Club Asks That Col. Monroe Get 
More Money. 


At a stated meeting of the City Club last 
night Dr, Lederle, Commissioner of (the 
Department of Health, gave a summary 
of the work of his department. 

Horace E, Deming, Chairman, of the 
Committee on Water Supply, offered a set 
of resolutions, which were unanimously 


adopted and which stated that recent o/fi- 
cial statements from the Water Depurt- 
ment of the facts ascertained through ex- 
pert investigation in two selected districts 
showed that in each of these districts there 
was a preventable waste of approximately 
one-quarter of the water flowing through 
the pipes; that the small consumer in the 
tenements paid a larger price per gallon 
for the water used than the large con- 
sumer in the wealthy district; that the 
department had already caused a marked 
saving of water by locating and stopping 
jeaks in mains and by calling attention of 
the owners to defects in plumbing, and 
that the Board of Bstimate and Apper- 
tionment should furnish the Commissioner 
of Water Supply with sufficient resources 
for the prosecution of this work on a 
larger and more comprehensive scale.

He has for years stood in the way of the 
movement to automatically increase the 
salaries of postal employes.

In his fare- 
well speech to-day on the, Postal Appro- 
priation bill he warned Congress not to let 
itse!f be induced to approve the system 
when he should be no longer a member. 

* This, my last speech,” he said, “I make 
as a man about to leave public life never 
to return, and with no interest in the mat- 
ter except that of a private citizen. I hope 
that/ if you ever do take up the Letter 
Carriers’ bill you will strike from .t that 
clause which promotes compulsorily eyery 
man. 

‘*I believe that the cost to the Govern- 
ment of that clause in the law, which per- 
mits compulsory promotion of letter car- 
riers, is costing us five millions annually, 
and it will increase in future years. You 
can see for yourselves that you have 1e- 
moved the incentive for a man to excel, 
He cnly has to do just sufficient to keep 
himeelf in the service.

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"LIVELY STRIKE HEARING 
Sharp Exchange ‘Between Witness 
and Miners’ Counsel. 


Lawyer Darrow Intimated That Statis- 
tician Newcomb Lied-in Favor of 
the Operators and Was -Re- 

. buked by Chairman. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 4.—Several inter- 
esting incidents occurred during to-day's 
session of the Anthracite Coal Strike Com- 
mission. The morning session was chliv- 
ened by the rigid cross-examination of 'H. 
D. Newcomb, a statistician of the Reading 
Company, by Attorney Darrow, for the 
miners, and the spirited passages between 
the lawyer and the witness. Several times 
Chairman Gray felt impelled to interfere 
on. behalf of the witness, admonishing 
counsel to be less severe in his criticism of 
Mr. Newcomb's statements and figures. 

Counsel asked the.witness if it was his 
intention to convey the impression to the 
commission that the occupation of a miner 
Was less dangerous to life than that of any 
other class of labor. 

The witness said that in the registration 
area of the country there have been fewer 
deaths per thousand in the coal regions 
than in other sections. 

Attcrney Darrow questioned the intention 
of th- witness in making this statement, 
and asked Mr. Newcomb if the qualifica- 
tion. thus made was for the purpose of 
causing the commission to belfeve that bis 
figures lied instead of himself. 

“You have no right to ask that question. 
It is insolent and impudent,’ warmly re- 
sponded Mr. Newcomb. 

“Dc you believe the occupation of a 
miner is less dangerous than any other?”’ 
queried Mr. Darrow. 

Here Chairman Gray interposed with the 
remark: 

“Mr. Darrow, you are overstepping the 
limits of cross-examination.” 

“What we want is candor,” replied Mr. 
Darrow. 

In answer to questions Mr. Newcomb said 
he had held a clerical position in the au- 
diting department of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission for a period of seven 
years. He has written, he said, numerous 
articles for railroad and other periodicals 
and is at present editor of The Railway 
World. Asked if he was connected with 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railway 
Company, the witness answered in the 
negative, but said he had devoted about 
eighteen hours a day during the past few 


months to compiling the statistics present- 
ed to the commission. 

Witness was asked if, while doing this 
work he had found anything favorable to 
the miners. would he have mentioned it to 
the commission. 

*“*I think the statistics are complete,” re- 
plied the witness. 

Counsel devoted much time to the wit- 
ness’s figures, comparing the death rate 
in various occupations. The _ statistics 
showed that 15-10 per cent. of those en- 
gaged in mining and quarrying are over 
sixty-five years of age. 

Counsel then quoted figures from Mr. 
Newcomb’s table showing that. the death 
rate was higher among clergymen than 
among railroad engineers. Explaining this 
the witness said that persons engaged in 
railroad work, such as locomotive engineer- 
ing, usually took up some other occupation 
on growing old, while clergymen continue 
their duties until sickness and death call 
worn, them. 

“Then,” said counsel, “the engineers 
who die after retirement. donot appear in 
the death rate under the classification of 
engineers?’ The witness answered ‘“ No.’’ 

“Do you think,”’ said Mr. Darrow, “ that 
you ‘are justified in presenting misleading 
figures to the commission?”’ 

“T* have not done so,” responded Mr. 
Newcomb. 

The witness admitted that in compiling 
his table of mortality he had not included 
Pennsylvania, but secured his statistics 
from other States where the death regis- 
tratfon was more complete. In answer to 
a question by Chairman Gray, Mr. New- 
comb said he had rot prepared a compara- 
tive statement of the death rate among in- 
side and outside mine workers and railroad 
men. He was requested to do do. 

At the afternoon session after the Miners’ 
Union had called several witnesses to con- 
trovert the wage statements offered by the 
companies, counsel for the operators ad- 
dressed the commission saying he could 
not see the object of the farcical proceed- 
ing unless the miners desired to abrogate 
the agreement existing between both sides. 
Commissioner Watkins asked counsel for 
the miners if they wished to upset the 
per cent. basis of distribution agreed upon, 
and was informed that that was not the 
intention, but as the cases called were not 

rovided for in the agreement it was the 
pellet that. the commission should hear the 
testimony. Chairman Gray asked Dr. 
Charlies P. Neill, Assistant Recorder, to ex- 
plain the agreement. Dr, Neill said: 

“When the first statements concerning 
the wages were handed .in, one-third of the 
gross earnings was deducted from the net 
earnings of cach miner; and was supposed 
to give the actual amount left for each 
miner, That was accepted by ali sides. 
Later some vf the representatives of the 
miners claimed that it ought to be 57 or 38 
per cent., and the companies were re- 
quested to refigure on the new basis of 
something like 37 or 38 per cent. It was 
understood that the 35 1-3 per cent. was 
wrong because it was figured on the gross 

- earnings of the miner: before he took out 
anything for deductions; and the difficulty 
came here—that in the strike of 1900 the 
mimer gave his laborer a flat increase of 
10 per cent., but the miner’s gross earn- 
ings increased only 2% per cent. Therefore, 
the laborer’s proportion of the gross earn- 
ings was a little more than 33 1-3 per cent. 

“It was refigured out that some miners 
had more than one laborer, that there were 
miners who had no laborers, and that 
there were others who had a laborer for 
two, five, or may be ten, months in the 
yvear.”’ 

The deduction, Dr;/ Neill said, was based 
on as careful an investigation as could be 
Made by the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Company, and was submitted to 
the miners’ side, who agreed it was a fair 
estimate. 

Chairman Gray said agreements between 
the operators and miners could not be re- 
garded as binding upon. the commission. He 
expressed the belief that the miners should 
have the opportunity to-enlighten the com- 

“mission upon the companies’ figures.

huge deal sifted down to an extension and 
enlargement of the traffic alliance which 
now exists between these two systems, and 
under which the Rock Island will be per- 


mitted to reach the coast under very much 
the same terms as’ those now enjoyed by 
the Northwestern and the Union Pacific. 

High officials of the Rock Island either 
declined to be seen or declined to talk, say- 
ing that information must come from the 
other side. Among those who declined ‘o 
be seen on the'plea that they were too busy 
was D. G. Reid, while ex-Judge Moore de- 
clined to talk. The representatives of the 
other side were, however, equally reticent 
and‘intimated that information should come 
from Rock Island sources. 

The general impression in Wall Street 
was that the Rock Isiand had used the At- 
chison as a club to force the Union Pacific 
to ‘consent to a trackage or traffic agree- 


ment by which the Rock Island could reach | 


the Pacific Coast either by way of the 
Southern. Pacific or by way of the Union 
Pacific via Ogden. 


CAREFUL IN GRANTING PASSES. 


Western Roads Not Very Prodigal in the 
Matter of “‘ Complimentaries ” 
This Year.

CHICAGO, Feb, 4.—The executive officers 
of the Western roads were in session to-day 
considering requests from a number of 
railroads for annual passes. Owing to the 
refusal of the Eastern trunk lines to issue 
exchange passes great care is exercised not 
to favor any representatives of those lines, 
unless officials of Western lines of cor- 
responding rank have been favored with 
“* complimentaries.”’ 

It.is understood that the Presidents of all 
important Western lines have been grant- 
ed complimentary passes by the trunk lines, 
and in consequence the Presidents of the 
latter have received similar favors. The 
New York Central and Pennsylvania, how- 
ever, are the only trunk lines that have not 
issued passes to other prominent officials of 
Western roads in addition to Presidents. 

It was also definitely determined not to 
issue passes to any representatives of fast 
freight lines. Applications for passes from 
roads with a mileage of less than 100 miles 
were refused, 


WABASH TO ENTER PITTSBURG. 


Ordinance Signed Granting the Right 
to Western Road. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 4.—The ordinance 
granting the Wabash Railroad the right to 
enter Pittsburg was signed to-day by Re- 
corder Brown, and is now a law. The 
Wabash officials at once called up all the 
contractors, ordering them to resume work 
immediately, and.to rush it with all possi- 
ble speed so as to make it possible to start 
the running of freight trains by Sept. 1. 


Record Day for Moving Cars. 

The New York Central Tuesday moved 
16,728 loaded cars and 9,254 empties, a total 
of 25,982. This is the largest number of 
cars ever handled by. the New York Central 
in one day. 

DOMINION IRON AND STEEL. 
Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Feb. 4.—The earnings of the 
Dominion Iron and Steel Company for the 
month of December show a deficit of $8,142 
after proportional charges and preferred 
stock dividend requirements. 

According to the official statement, the 
earnings of the Dominion Coal Company 
were $155,655, and of the steel. company, 
$44,851, making a total of $200,506. 

The expenditures were: Bond 
$33,108; general interest, $8,872; 
Coal lease, $133,333, and nking 
$4.167, making a total of $179,480. 

The balance of net earnings was $21,026, 
and as the preferred stock dividends of the 
steel company amounted to $29,108, there is 
a deficit of $8,142. 

For the eight months there was a surplus 
of $309,615. 


THE WEATHER. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The 
storm has continued northeastward with a still 
further increase in energy, and is central to- 
night over Rhode Island, with a secondary centre 
of disturbance over Ontario. The general rains 
and snows attendant upon this storm have reached 
the Atlantic Coast, and snow is falling to-night 
in the Ohio Valley and the greater portion of the 
lake region. In the extreme West the weather 
has been fair, except in Central and Southern 
California, where there was more rain, Temper- 
atures continue abnormally high in the Atlantic 
States, except in New England, but are falling 
rapidly, while in the central valleys and the 
Guif States they are decidedly. lower, and are 
once more five to ten degrees below ‘the seasonal 
average, In the West they gre higher, although 
they remain generally and considerably below 

the seasonal average.

It will be 
much colder to-morrow in the Atlantic Sates, 
and continue cold in the central valleys and 
lake region. In the West the temperatures will

On the New England coast the winds will shift 
to west, confinuing high; on the Middle Atlantic 
Coast there will be north to northwest gales;

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GIFTS FOR JEWISH HOME 


Excited Scene in Gathering at the 
Educational Alliance. 


Subscriptions Small but Many—At One 
Time Every One in the Audience 
Seemed to be Waving Greenbacks. 


Even the Educational Alliance, used as it 
is to displays of generosity, seldom has 
witnessed such a scene as was enacted in 
its large auditorium last night, when an 
east side gathering started the ball rolling 
for the establishment of a fund to be used 
by the Home of the Daughters of Jacob. 
It had been decided that residents of the 
down-town Jewish section must do their 
full part before they applied to. the rich 
men up town for great sums. The mass 
meeting in the alliance was intended for a 
“money raiser,’ and ex-Assistant Corpo- 

ration Counsel Gustavus A. Rogers acted 

as Chairman, or, as he called himself when 
the excitement had risen, as auctioneer. 
Several speeches having been made by a 
number of local Jewish speakers and by 
some visitors from up town, Mr. Rogers 
announced the “opening of the book of 
life." This book was a large ledger, in 
which the givers were to subscribe their 
names.

Now 
the members of the orchestra. themselves 
have prepared for their own benefit such 
a plan, which rightfully claims my assist- 
ance. 

“The fund will come from a yearly as- 
sessment on each member of the orchestra 
and from two yearly concerts which the 
orchestra will give for its own benefit— 
concerts out of the regular course. Our 
public may be sure that the men will play

Danforth B. Ainsworth Shakes His 
Finger at the Prelate, 


Sharp Words Used in Dispute Between 
Representatives of the Regents and 


the State Department of 
Education. 


ALBANY, Feb. 4.—After a truce of two 
legislative sessions the controversy between 
the State Board of Regents and the State 
Department of Public Instruction was re- 
sumed to-day at a hearing before the As- 
sembly Ways and Means Committee. In 
the course thereof Danforth E. Ainsworth, 


Public Instruction, shook his finger at 
Bishop William Croswell Doane of Albany 
and demanded an explanation of remarks 
he had made. 

Senator Elon R. Brown has given cause 
for continued dissension in a bill which he 
introduced to-day to deal with the matters 
in dispute, 

The hearing was held on a bill intro- 
@uced by Assemblyman Merritt providing 
for the distribution of about $135,000 from 
the State school fund among certain 
schools which admit non-resident pupils to 
their academic departments. 

The Regents opposed the bill on the 
ground that it permits the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction to interfere un- 
duly with academic instruction. The de- 
partment contended that the law gives it 
ample right to supervise academic instruc- 
tion, but does not permit it to expend cer- 
tain sums for that branch of education. 

Bishop Doane, who is Chancellor of the 
State University, declared that he would 
@rop his ecclesiastical title and argue the 
Dill as William Croswell Doane. He de- 
mounced the present laws governing the Re- 
gents and the Department of Public. In- 
struction as illogical, and involving a cum- 
bersome system of double irfspection.

SENATOR BROWN'’S BILL. 


Senator Brown's bill has attracted more 
attention and promises to excite more dis-

“To organize a State Board of Education 
in the Board of Regents of the University 
of the State of New York, and to confer 
upon such board complete jurisdiction of 
the common schools of the State.”’ 
Senator Brown said to-day that his pur- 
pose was to put an end to the friction 
which now exists between the State Board 
of Regents and the Department of Public 
Instruction over the control of the second- 
ary, or high, schools of the State. This 
statement was made without knowledge of 
the developments in the committee hear- 


ing.

The bill provides for the election by the 
Legislature of 1905 of nine Regents, who 
shall constitute a State Board of Educa- 
tion. This board shall appoint a Superin- 
tendent of ‘Public Instruction, to hold office 
sfor five years. The Superintendent is tu 
have complete jurisdiction over the com- 
“mon schools of the State, including ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. The Su- 
‘perintendent of Public Instruction is now 
élected by the Legislature for a term of 
three years. 

The bill further provides that the nine 
Regents shall- have the powers and per- 
form the duties of other Regents, and that 
the board shail continue to have jurisdic- 
tion over colleges, universities, private 
schools, the State Museum, and al! institu- 
tions now under its control except public 
high schools. At least one of the nine Re- 
gents is to be a resident of each of the 
eight Judicial Districts of the State. They

JOHN I. PLATT EXPLAINS. 


Denies That He Said Republicans Are 
Against the Canals. 


Special to The New York Times. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Feb. 4.—John I. 
Platt, in an interview to-day regarding his 
utterances before the joint canal commit- 
tee on Tuesday, said: ‘I am much surprised 
at the excitement produced by my remarks 
yesterday before the committee. Really, 
some of the misrepresentations are remark- 
able. 

‘I did not say that the Republican Par- 
ty was pledged against the canals,’’ he 
continued, “nor that Gov. Odell was. 
Nothing of the sort was intended and noth- 
ing of the sort was said. My purpose was 
only to refute the assertion, so industri- 
ously made ever since election by the canal 
men, that the Republican Party in its 
platform, and Goy. Odell in his public ut- 
terances, are’ pledged to the passage of 
a thousand-ton-barge canal bill this vear. 

“T stand firmly by what I said, but not 
by the misrepresentations of it. The plank 
of the Republican platform adopted at 
Saratoga was not.a piece of jugglery, nor 
does it admit of private interpretations of 
it. It does declare in favor of canal en- 
largement, but it doés not say, ‘ Thousand- 
ton-barge canal.’ 

There is no possibly way of interpret- 
ing the platform so as to sanction such a 
bill as the one before the committee, which 
does impose a direct tax, and which, if 
passed, will side-track and defeat a pending 
constitutional amendment, which provides 
that the expense may be met through 
sources of revenue other than by direct 
tax. 

“The whole platform is very much 
stronger injitgs;@e@elaration that there shall 
be no further taxation for canal improve- 
ment than it is in.its declaration for such 
improvement, and I<insist that I was right, 
and am right, in declaring, with the plat- 
form, that such changes in the Constitution 
as will avoid direct taxation should be ‘the 
first step toward these improvements. 

“I certainly did not intend to misrepre- 
sent Gov. Odell. Perhaps it was unwise to 
refer to him at all, but for that I am not 
responsible: My questioners directly as- 
serted that this bill was ‘Gov. Odell’s bill,’ 
and that he was pledged ‘to put it hrough 
the Legislaure. That I denied, saying that 
Gov. Odell stood on the a of. the 
party, and that he had furthermore assured 
me that he was no pledged to and did 
not mean to ‘put through” any bill. He 
has since, in fact, stated his position al- 
most exactly as I did. 

‘“‘In short, I found the party and the 
Governor both being misrepresented and 
being used to dragoon reluctant members 
of the Legislature into voting for the Canal 
bill. My purpose was only to set both 
right.”’ 

WHAT MR. SLEICHER 

John A. Sleicher, who was a 
the Committee on Resolutions at the last 
Republican State Convention, denies the 
truth of the statement of John I. Platt of 
Poughkeepsie that the party was pledged 
against canal enlargement. Talking with 
a New YorK TIMEs reporter yesterday, Mr, 
Sleicher said: 

“The intimation that the Governor was 
willing to run on a platform which did 


not mean what it said on the canal ques-~ 
tion has no justification in fact. Mr. Jonn 
il. Platt was a member of the: Platform 
Committee at Saratoga and took decisive 
ground against the proposed canal plank 
when it was brought up. 

** He stood alone in his opposition, how’ 
ever, and at one time was so vehement 
in -his declaration that it would be in- 
jurious to the party and unacceptable to 
its voters, that he almost threatened to 
withdraw from the deliberations of the 
committee. The advocates of canal enlarge- 
ment, who were represented by, distin- 
guished gentlemen from New York and 
3uffalo, were admitted to the meeting of 
the Platform Committee, and were appar- 
ently satisfied with the form in which 
the plank was drawn and in which it was 
substantially adopted, with no other op- 
position than,.that which Mr. John I. 
Platt expressed. 

‘It is not correct, therefore, to say, as 
this gentleman did, that an understanding 
existed with Gov. Odell or any one else 
that the plank distinctly pledged the ‘party 
not to pass a Canal bill at this session of 
the Legislature. There was no such under- 
standing on the part of the Platform Com- 
mittee, for, if there had been, the advo- 
cates of canal legislation would never have 
agreed to it, and the first purpose of the 
committee was to draft a canal plank sat- 
isfactory to the commercial interests of 
this State. As a member of the committee, 
I know whereof I speak.”’

LABOR AND RAILROAD BOARD. 


ALBANY, Feb. 4.—J. H. Remmey, Chair- 
man of the Legislative Board of the Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen, to-day is- 
sued a statement, with reference to a ccn- 
troversy which has arisen among certain 
railroad men since the appointment and 
confirmation of Capt. Joseph M. Dickey of 
Newburg, as» Railroad Commissioner. He 


declares that railroad men all over the 
State are opposed to the appointment to 
the board of any person other than a prac- 
tical railroad man, with the exception of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
who favor the reappointment of F. M. Ba- 
ker, the present Commissioner. 

“J. A. Lavery was unauthorized to speak 
for the railroad men, as they are able to 
adjust matters for themselves,’ he said. 
“‘Our body has already indorsed John Lun- 
drigan for that position, and the Governor 
has so been informed. He promises to give 
us due consideration in this matter. 

“We are not making any political Issue 
of this matter, but simply asking for some- 
thing that is due us as the law provides, 
and we sincerely hope that the Governor 
will not give us any cause to be dissatis- 
fied when the term of Mr. Baker expires.”’ 

Mr. Lavery, who is Chairman of the Leg- 
islative Committee of the State Federation 
of Labor, afterward issued a statement in 
which he said that the trainmen appareatly 
misunderstood his position. “I was not 
speaking,” he said, ‘‘ for any organization 
but the State Federation. That body 4id 
not ask for a hearing, nor was I instructed 
by the Executive Board to ask for a near- 
ing before the Senate Railroad Committee 
on the confirmation of Capt. Dickey.” 


WOULD INCREASE LIQUOR TAX.

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—Assemblyman Stevens 
of Franklin County, who is a Republican 
member of the Excise Committee of the 
Assembly, will to-morrow introduce a, bill 
for a graduated increase of the liquor tax.

NEW. YORK 


Municipal Bills Reported Favorably 
in the Senate. 


Revenue Measures Advocated by Mr. 
Grout Are Among Those Placed 
on the Calendar. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—Several, New York 
City bills were. put on the Senate calendar 
for passage to-day on favorable reports 
from the Cities Committee. 

Among them was_a bill introduced by 
Senator Martin to amend the charter rel- 
ative to.the leasing of wharf:property fcr 
market purposes. It provides that the 
Commissioner of Docks shall have power 
to make such leases to the highest. byider, 
\but not for a longer period than twenty- 
five years. All such leases, however, must 
be approved by the Commissioners vf tie 
Sinking Fund. 

‘The purpose of the bill,”” said Senator 
Martin, when asked for an explanation, “‘ is 
to break up a fishmongers’ trust which 
now has possession of Piers Nos, 23 and 24 
East River. This trust is now monopoliz- 
ing these piers, which are at the ‘oot of 
Fulton Streét, and nobody has a fair 
chance to obtain the privileges which the 
combination enjoys.’’ 

Another of Senator Martin’s bills, which 
Was reported, is to empower the Supreme 
Court to determine the amount of com- 
pensation to be paid by the City of New 
York to the Commissioners of Estimate ap- 
pointed by that court to estimate the loss 
and damage by reason of the taking of 
lands in the City of New York for the ap- 
proach to the new East River bridge, from 
Delancey Street across the East River. 

A favorable report was made on the Dill 
introduced by Senator Grady, which pro- 
vides that the dobby space in the rear of 
and between the inside aisles and pas- 
Sageways of theatres may be used for 
Standing room in such a manner as not to 
obstruct these aisles. 

The committee favorably reported the 
bills introduced by Senator Elsberg, chang- 
ing the time for the levying and collection 
of taxes in the City of New York, and 
providing for an additional Assistant Dep- 
uty Controller. These are the bills advo- 
cated by Controller Grout, 

Senator Marshall’s bill permitting the use 
by New York City of the sinking fund sur- 
plus in order to lower the tax rate was 
also reported out. This also was initiated 
by Mr. Grout. 

Gov. Odell sent to the Senate the appoint- 
ment of Dr, Arthur G. Root, reappointed a 
manager of the State Industrial School at 
Rochester, and Charles 8, Strong of New 
York, as manager of the House of Refuge 
for Women at Hudson. 

Objection was made by Senator Grady to 
the immediate confirmation of these ap- 
pointments, not because of any personal 
reason, he said, but because he believed all 
appointments, should be referred to the 


Finance Committee, taking their usual 
course. He added that there was no ex- 
pectancy of gaining any political point, but 
in the case of some of the appointments 
more equitable arrangements relative to re- 
ligious matters might be secured, 

The Stewart bill to gerrymander Elmira 
was advanced to third reading without ob- 
jection, after Senator Grady’s motion to 
substitute_his bill indorsed by the Elmira 
Cemmon Council had been defeated. Sena- 
tor Grady and Senator Stewart agreed to 
defer the debate until the bill came up on 
the order of final passage. 

The appointment of William L. Park- 
hurst.of Ontario to be State Commissioner 
in Lunacy was reported favorably by the 
“inance Committee and was confirmed by 
the Senate. 

In the Assembly the Judiciary Committee 
favorably reported a bill introduced by Mr. 
Finch providing .that notices of limited 
partnership need be published ‘in The Law 
Journal only. Under the present law it is 
required that these notieesS should be pub- 
lished in The Law Journal and also in one 
other paper to be designated by the County 
Clerk. It has been the custom in the Coun- 
ty Clerk’s office, it is said, to designate 
some obscure peprr. for such publications, 
and it is charged that the rates asked by 
the paper so designated have uniformly 
ne so exorbitant as to border on black- 
mail. 

The Finch bill to equalize the salaries of 
Supreme Court attendants in New York 
City was also favorably reported by the 
Committee on Judiciary. Under the pres- 
ent law the attendants in Brooklyn courts 
receive $1,500 a year, while the attendants 
in the courts of Manhattan receive only 
$1,200 a year. The Finch bill raises the 
ee for Manhattan court attendants to 

,500.

Opponents Sharply Attack the No- 


tarial Revenue Bill. 
—+ 


Lawyer Protests Against Its Application 
to Legal Affidavits—Committees 
Will Make Changes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—At the joint hearing 
before the Senate and Assembly Committees 
on Taxation to-day on the Governor's No- 
tarial Tax bill, the objections urged against 
it were so numerous and so serious as to 
create consternation among its advocates. 

Lawson Purdy, Secretary of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, pointed out 
that under the wording of the bill’as ‘ntro- 
duced all stock transactions would be sub- 
ject to the tax imposed. Chairman Green 
ecnceded that this was so, but said such 
had not been the intention of the framers 
of the bill, and that an amendment had 
already been agreed upon to remove that 
objection. ' 

Then T. E. Wadhams, an Albany lawyer, 
asked to be informed as to the full import 
of these words in the bill: “‘ The term cer- 
tificate or certificates as used in this ar- 
ticle shall include and mean all certificates 
of whatever kind, name, or nature, made, 
issued, or taken before a Notary Public, 
Commissioner of Deeds, or before any pub- 
lic officer who may be authorized by the 
law of this State to make, issue, or take 
the same.” 

Mr. Wadhams wanted to know whether 
this provision would cover all affidavits 
made in legal procedure. Chairman Green 
replied that it would. 

“If the lawyers of the State had under- 
stood that,’ said Mr. Wadhams, “ this 


Capitol wouldn't have been able to hold the 
members of that profession who would have 
come here to enter a protest.’ 

John B. Stanchfield said it seemed in- 
credible that the committee’ intended to tax 
legal affidavits. It would be a hardship 
on lawyers, for which he thought there 
could be no justification. 

Chairman Green retorted that the law- 
yers would not suffer, as they certainly 
would make whatever they had to pay un- 
der the bill for acknowledgments a charge 
against their clients. 

Mr. Purdy also called the attention of the 
committee to the fact that no unstamped 
certificate or conveyance subject to tax 
would have any legal force. his defect, 
he said, was incurable. Persons through 
no fault of their own might be deprived of 
their just rights by reasons of the care- 
lessness or neglect of persons long dead. 

Then Mr. Stanchfield, again taking the 
floor, read this extract from the penal 
provisions of the bill: ‘‘ Or if any person 
shall knowingly and without lawful ex- 
cuse, the proof of which shall lie on the 
person accused, have in his possession any 
washed stamp, &c.,’’ he shall be liable to 
a fine and imprisonment. 

“I think,’”’ said Mr. Stanchfield, ‘ that 
the wording which I have quoted is most 
inartistic. do not think that as it stands 
it can be construed as meaning anything 
else than that the person caught with one 
of these stamps in his possession must fur- 
nish the proof for his own conviction. 

‘‘I believe Mr. Stanchfield is right,’ said 
penator Lewis, ‘“‘ that wording is ridicu- 
ous.” 

Many other objections were urged against 
the bill. In fact, they came so thick and 
fast that Chairman Green remarked: “I 
think perhaps it would be better if the gen- 
tlemen would tell us what we ought to 
leave of the bill. If we were to make all 
of the CBangee which are asked I don’t 
think the bill would be much of a revenue 
producer, and we have to sell stamps.”’ 

Senator Green said to-night that no 
change would be made in the bill so as to 
exclude legal affidavits from its provis- 
ions. There will be a secret meeting of the 
two committees to-day to consider changes 
in the_ bill. 

Substitute measures for the Green Do- 
mestic Corporation Tax bills were also pre- 
sented at the joint session by Mr. Purdy. 

The object of the measures is to provide 
that a corporation organized under the laws 
of this State, but doing business in several 
States, shall be taxed on its bills receivable 
and credits, indluding bank balancés, no 
matter in what State located, only in pro- 
portion to the amount of its tangible as- 
sets in the State of New York,’ as ¢com- 
pares with those it holds outside of the 
State. Now they are taxed on real estate 
and plant ih this State and on all bills and 
accounts receivable and bank balances, not 
only in this State but in the other States 
in which they operate.

TENEMENT BILL ABANDONED. 


Senator Marshall Refuses to be Respon- 
sible for a Measure of the 
Builders’ Association. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 4.—Senator . Marshall 
made a statement to-day about the Dill 
which he introduced, providing for an 
amendment to the tenement house law, 
which is construed as a.virtual abandon- 
ment of it. He said that the measure had 
been given j|to him by the Builders’ Associa- 
tion, and he introduced it without carefully 
going over its provisions. Since he has 
studied it and found that there are several 
things in it for which he was not prepared 
to be responsible, 

Having practically won their fight 
against the Marshall bill, the friends of 
the present tenement house law will now 


concentrate their efforts to defeat the bills 
relating to tenements which have been in- 


troduced by Senators Wagner and Haw- 
kins, Those who are familiar with tene- 
ment house legislation say that the only 
difference between the Marshall bill and 
the Wagner bill is that, while the Marshall 
bill exempted two-story tenements from 
the provisions of the present law, the Wag- 
ner bill. makes the same exemption for 
three-story tenements. ' 

If this bill were passed, it is said by ad- 
vocates of the present law, the condition 
of a large number of tenements in Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn would be worse than 
it was before the De Forest bill became 
a law, because, while under the old system 
there was some sort of regulation for 
three-story tenements, there would be ab- 
solutely none under the Wagner bill, 

The Hawkins bill simply provides for the 
abolition of the inner court and the substi- 
tution of the old airshaft. It is said that 
this measure. will be the last resort of the 
opponents of the existing law.

DOMESTIC MONEY QUARREL 
LED TO A DOUBLE CRIME. 


Hein, When Wife Refused to Aid Him, 
Shot Her and Himself—Both 
Probably Will Die. 


With two bullets in her brain and hover- 
ing between life and death, Mrs. Lena 
Hein, forty-two years old, of 71 East One 
«Hundred and Fifth Street, lay in the Har- 
lem Hospital last night, while in another 
part of the hospital, blind from the effect 
of two bullet wounds self-inflicted in his 
head, Emil Hein, the wom@n’s husband, 
lay dying. 

The couple have been married seven 
years. Mrs. Hein was a Mrs. Beck, and 
she has a little son, Herbert, who works as 
an office boy in a down-town office. While 
the boy was away from home last night the 
Heins got into a dispute. Hein, who was a 
locksmith, wanted money, it is alleged, and 
his wife, who had a little left her by a 
previous husband and diamonds worth 
$1,500, refused to furnish any to him. <Ac- 
cording to the neighbors, Hein had been out 
of employment so long that he disliked 


work. 

Finally there was a crash on the floor 
and the sound of a struggle. Then there 
was a cry for help, followed by two pistol 
shots in rapid succession, and Mrs. Hein ran 
out into the hall screaming, and staggered, 
half blinded down the two flights of stairs 
to Mrs. Katzenstein, the janitress, in the 
basement, where she fell in a faint. 

Meanwhile the house echoed with the re- 


ports of two more pistol shots, and neigh- 
bors rushing into the Hein apartment 
found the husband unconscious, a revolver 
by his side. 

Mrs. Katzenstein called in Dr. Brothers 
of 1,547 Madison Avenue, who revived Mrs. 
Hein. Policemen Nehill and McGraw were 
able to get this story from the wounded 
woman: Hér husband, she said, had asked 
for more money. He wanted her to give 
him some of her diamonds to pawn, he 
refused, she said, and then after a heated 
argument he sprang upon her, threw her 
to the floor, and attempted to strangle her. 
She being stronger than he, resisted, and 
Hein ran to the sideboard drawer and took 
poh it a revolver, with which he shot her 
twice. 

Meanwhile the woman’s son, Herbert, ar- 
rived. The news of the tragedy was broken 
to him, and he went into the flat, threw 
himself on his mother’s bed, and wept. 
He is twleve years old.

Four big liners that were scheduled to 
sail yesterday were unable to get away 
on account of the non-arrival of their coal 
supplies, and the disappointed passengers 
will have to make their transatlantic fare- 
wells all over again. The White Star 
liner Teutonic was to sail at noon, the 
American liner St. Paul and the Holland- 
America liner Amsterdam at 10 o’clock, and 
the Hamburg-American liner Moltke was 
advertised to start on her course to the 
Mediterranean and the Orient at 11 o'clock. 
The Moltke was coaled up early in the aft- 

| ernoon, but the dense fog prevented her 

| sailing then. Coal barges were busy all 
around the St. Paul yesterday aftérnoon, 
and with an additional 500 tons which was 
secured in Brooklyn last night the line ex- 
pects that she will be ready to start at 6 
o'clock this morning. The first of the Teu- 
tonic’s supply did not arrive until 7 o'clock 
last night, and her sailing hour has been 
put down at 2 o’clock this afternoon. The 
Amsterdam will sail as soon as she gets 
sufficient coal, and the last of her supply 
will probably be put aboard this morning. 

The French liner La Lorraine, which was 
to sail at 10 o'clock this morning, had not 
a pound of her coal supply aboard last 
night, and as twenty-four hours are re- 


quired to fill her bunkers she will not be 
able to sail before to-morrow afternoon. 
For the past three weeks the steamship 
companies have had difficulty in getting 
coal with which to dispatch their ships as 
scheduled, and delays on that account have 
been frequent. The Berwind-White Com- 
pany, which supplies the steamship lines, 
say that they are doing the best they can, 
but that the coal ig tied up outside of Jer- 
sey City, and the railroads have not been

THE TROUBLE IN HONDURAS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The State De- 
partment has been advised that Sierra, the 
hold-over President of Honduras, has 
turned over the Presidency to a council of 
Ministers, and that Bonilla, who claims to 
have been elected to the Presidential of- 


fice, has proclaimed himself President at 
Amapala. 

According to naval officials, there is no 
political significance in the dispatch of the 
four vessels of Admiral Casey’s fleet to 
Amapola Island. The State Department 
Suggested that one vessel be sent to the 
island to afford protection to American in- 
terests, which might be imperilled as a re- 
sult of the civil troubles which are thréat-. 
ened in Honduras, but the Navy Depart- 
ment thought that it would be a good plan 
to dispatch the entire fleet, with directions 
to cruise together as far as possible, so as 
to have an opportunity for sea drills and 
tactical practice. It is declared that it is 
for this reason only that Admiral Casey's 
fleet is going to Central America. 

The statement is made that no rush or- 
ders had been given for work under con- 
struction at the Mare Island Yard, and 
that such unusual activity as was appar- 
ent was due to the effort to prepare the 
vessels for Admiral Casey’s fleet for their 
crulse in Central America, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 4.—The. warships 
in commission in this harbor will be on 
their way to Amapala, a port on the Pacific 
coast of Honduras, early next week. The 
New York, Boston, and the Ranger are 
now in the bay ready to start on short no- 
tice. In view of the orders Admiral Glass 
to-day relieved Admiral Casey in the com- 
mand of the Pacific fleet. It had been ar- 
ranged that the flags of the Admirals 
should be changed on Feb. 10, but the hur- 
ry orders to the fleet to get into southern 
waters prompted the change being made in 
the commanding officers in advance of the 
arranged time. ,

APPEAL FROM ALDERMEN. 


Legislature Asked to Authorize Penn- 
synvania Terminal Plans—Fresh 
Obstruction in the Municipal 
Board the Réason. 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb..4.—Senator Marshall to- 
day introduced two bills, prepared in the 
Corporation Counsel's office in New York 
City, the purpose of which is to stop all 
further obstructive tactics of the Board of 
Aldermen against the Pennsylvania tun- 

nel project, 

One provides for a change of the map of 
the city so as to provide for the closing of 
Thirty-third Street, between Seventh and 
Ninth Avenues. The other provides that 
the Sinking: Fund Commissioners shall have 
the power to convey the right, title, and in- 
terest of the city in all lands lying within 
any street, roadway, highway, alley, or 


' public place, closed by the public authority, 


to the owner of the lands fronting on the 
Street, alley, or public place~ which has 


. been closed. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the Board 
of Aldermen passed the Pennsylvania 
Franchise act, it is said that obstructive 
tactics have since been employed of such 
a character that it will be impossible for 
the road to go on with the projected im- 
provements unless it either yields to the 
demands which are being made or unless 
some way is provided in which it can go 
ahead independently of the board. 

If the power granted by the Marshall bigs 
shall be given to the Sinking Fund, whi@h 
is composed of members of the Board of 
Hstimate and Apportionment, all further 
handicap upon the wor, it is said, will be 
removed. 


Controller Grout denied last night that 
Senator Marshall's bills with relation to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad terminal were 
made necessary by any obstructive tactics 
in the Board of Aldermen. He declared 
such ideas to be practically idle inferences, 
and said he had no patience with any such 
opinion. 

It is the desire of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, he said, to be able to 
change the map of the city, close or open 
streets, and take like action regarding 
bridge approaches without having to wait 
for the Board of Aldermen to ratify the 
action by a three-fifths vote, which is often 
difficult to obtain, and he understood the 
first bill would convey such power. 

The bill defining certain powers of the 
Sinking Fund Commissioners “is for. the 
purpose of clearing up a legal doubt,” said 
the Controlier. ‘‘ This is a section of the 
charter which I think could have been well 
gone over by the Charter Revision Commis- 
sion,’’ he continued. 

He explained that the bill would do 
away with a great deal of delay and for- 
mality in the conveyance of such property 
as is named in the bill, in that the Com- 
missioners would not have to delay until 
notices of public auction of such lands had 
been brought to the attention of the public, 
but would be enabled to sell forthwith such 
lands as were closed by public authority. 

Alderman James Cowden Meyers said last 
night: ‘‘I confess I am surprised by these 
measures. If this is specific legislation 
it would be an insult to the Board of A!- 
dermen of the City of New York. That is 
if it is to apply in this instance only. If 
the bill relating to the Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners is intended to place the power 
in the hands of that commission for the 
general good, it would be a decidedly sood 
thing. From the fact that this Board of 
Commissioners has all the city’s real estate 
to look after, and is consequently better 
informed in regard thereto than any other 
board or person or persons, it is only right 
it should have the power asked.”’ 


THE WAGES QUESTION. 


Carroll D. Wright Says It Has Come to 
be the Most Important Branch 
of Political Economy. 


BOSTON, Feb. 4.—‘‘ The wages question ” 
was discussed by Carroll D. Wright, United 
States Labor Commissioner, to-night be- 
fore the Twentieth Century Club. In his 
address he said: 

‘“‘The wages question is perhaps the most 
important branch of political economy, Cer- 
tainly it is the most difficult. It is the 
most important because labor is at the 
basis of all values. It is the most diffi- 


cult because, of the varied and complicaicd 
coniitions strrounding iabor.

“We see in every progressive community . 


that the demand of the working man is 
no longer for a wage sufficient to enable 
him to keep body and soul together. Labor 
has been taught to feel that it is a social 
as Well as an economic power in the com- 
rounity, and this educating process has 
gctie on until the demand of labor is for a 
reasonable margin beyond that fixed by 
the common law of wages. How far this 
demand shall be granted, how far the 
working man shal) be enabled to benefit 
by the results of his education, are the 
great questions. 

‘Another disturbing question in the 
wages question is, What is an equitable ad- 
justment of wages and profits? 

‘**We have had Communism and Social- 
ism suggested as the. true solutions of the 
problem, but in them the patriotic citizen 
does not find that he can place the laboring 
man ona just and equitable basis, where he 
shall receive an increased share of the 
benefits arising from the introduction of 
machinery or the many nove! processes for 
speeding on production. 

‘The great majority of menstill feel that 
the ethical and economical objections to the 
wages question can be met in other ethical 
and economical adjustments, which, shall 
relieve the question of its irritating ele- 
ments.”’

In all these things there is nothing at 
all surprising. Neither it surprising 
that the German Ambassador should 
have reported them to his Government. 
He was simply doing his duty as a 
faithfu! and intelligent representative of 
his country. But wha is surprising, 
what is almost dumfounding, is that the 
German Government should have given 
out for publication so frank and full a 
statement of the condition of the “ alli- 
ance” or the ‘co-operation,’ as Lord 
CRANBORNE prefers to call it, and should 
give this explanation of the situation an 
official sanction by so doing. 

What does it mean? It is 
enough saying that it must be for the 
interest of Germany, as seen from the 
German Emperor's point of view, that 
the relations between the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nationalities, the United 
Kingdom and the United States, should 
not be close or cordial. Germany has en- 
deavored to make them less so. She did 
this first in the rather clumsy attack 
upon the reality of Great Britain’s 
friendship for the United States during 
the Spanish war, which Dr. von HOoL- 
LEBEN conducted, and for the maladroit- 
ness of which, it may pretty fairly be un- 
derstood, and not for the spirit of it, he 
has paid the penalty.

. Government in consenting to a partner- 
ship with Germany against a South 
American Republic had been equaled and 
“neutralized by the blunder of the German 
‘Government in publishing its own fail-

TRUST COMPANY RESERVES. 


te banking reserves in this money 
A sufficient resérve is the an- 

of safety in the banking business, 
safety is the paramount considera- 


| of its deposits. 
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tion. It cannot be said that profits are 
of greater importance to a bank, for 
profits earned by unsafe methods rest 
upon a basis too unstable to satisfy 
either managers or stockholders. 

For these reasons—-they are element- 
ary and fundamental in the business of 
banking—we should suppose the trust 
ecmpanies would give open-minded and 
even favorable consideration to the 
amendments of the Clearing House con- 
stitution proposed yesterday, and to be 
acted upon next Wednesday, requiring 
institutions clearing through member 
banks to maintain a reserve and to make 
weekly statements of their condition. 
The essential amendment is this: 


Every non-member institution (not a bank 
required by law to maintain a specified re- 


serve) now or hereafter sending its ex- 


changes through a member of the associa- 
tion shall on and after June 1, 1903, keep in 
its vaults a cash reserve equal to 5 per cent, 
of its deposits; and on and after Feb. 1, 
1904, such cash reserve shall be at least 7% 
per cent. of its deposits, and on and after 
June 1, 1904, such cash reserve shall be such 
percentage as shull from time to time be | 
fixed by the Clearing House Committee, but 
not less than 10 nor more than 15 per cent. 
The reserve hereby required 
shall be an average reserve, as against the 
average deposits as shown upon its weekly 
statements. 

It will be seen that the reserves are to 
be gradually established. Until after 
June 1 of next year the requirement is 
that they shall be not less than 10 or 
more than 15 per cent. of deposits, as | 
may be determined by the Clearing | 
House Committee. This means that the 
trust companies must, to meet the mini- 
mum requirement, increase their re- | 
serves about 8 per cent. They maintain 
at present on an average a little less 
than 2 per cent. The argument that they 
already maintain reserves in the form of 
bank deposits is at once met by the ob- 
jection that a reserve must be in the in- 
stitution’s own vaults and under its ab- 
solute control; otherwise it is no re- 
serve. 

In fair financial weather nobody takes 
much thought about the bank reserves. 
But in times of stress and storm much 
thought is taken about them. They are, 
then, the bulwark against panic and fail- 
ure. But, of course, the time to erect the 
safeguard is while the fair weather lasts. 
The conditions imposed by the Clearing 
House amendment are not onerous. The 
requirement is to be so gradually met 
that no money market disturbance 
ought to be produced. While it is not to 
be assumed that the amendments will 
certainly be adopted, the members of 
the Clearing House appear to be some- 
what determined in the matter. It might 
be the part of wisdom for the trust com- 
panies, which by a general extension of 
their business practice have now become 
banks in everything except issuing notes, 
to give some assurance that they will 
cheerfully comply with the new rule. 
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MR. PLATT’S DISCLOSURES. 

Joun I. PLiatr of Poughkeepsie is an 
absolutely fearless and outspoken oppo- 
nent of the canals. He meets the canal 
men face to face. He denounces without 
concealment or palavering all plans of 
improvement. His hostility lasts the 
year through; it has no seasons. He 
never dissembles, not even during a Gu- 
bernatorial campaign. For these reasons 
he is a very satisfactory foe to deal with. 

When Mr. PLATT went to the Repub- 
lican State Convention he knew perfect- 
ly well why he went. He had a very 
clear idea why he was put on the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. Now he appears 
at the joint hearing of the Senate and 
Assembly Canal Committees on the 
1,000-ton barge canal bill, and flatly de- 
clares that the Republican Party 
pledged by its platform not to pass such 
a bill, and that its responsible leaders are 
bound by a private understanding with 
the ‘“‘ representatives of the granger ele- 
ment” not to submit a canal improve- 
ment plan to the vote of the people this 
Fall. He further declares that he asked 
Gov. ODELL: ‘*‘ When we come up here 
to fight canal legislation we shall not 
have to fight you, shall we?" And he 
says that the Governor answered: ‘ Cer- 
tainly not."” This statement he subse- 
quently modified to the extent of saying 
that the Governor had promised that he 
would not use his personal or political 
influence to advance any canal bill. All 
this the Governor denies, and asserts that 
the party stands pledged to canal legis- 
lation, that he personally by his letter 
of acceptance pledged himself to the 
1,000-ton barge plan, and that he is con- 
fident that there will be canal legislation 
this session. 

We take this to be an issue of mem- 
ory, not of veracity. It would be discour- 
teous to say that either Mr. PLATT or 
Gov. OpEeLt had consciously made mis- 
statements. Which of the two is more 
likely to recall the incidents of the con- 
vention and the proceedings ofthe Plat- 
form Committee room? Mr. PLATT was 
a member of the committee, the Governor 
was not. Mr. PLATT’s recollection that it 
was said in the committee room that the 
canal plank did not pledge the party to 
pass a bill at this session is supported 
by the text of the platform itself, which, 
as we pointed out at the time, was mere- 
ly a general declaration of belief in the 
enlargement of the canals. Mr, PLATT 
recalls that there was an ‘‘ understand- 
ing "’ between the Republican canal men 
and the granger element by the terms of 
which another constitutional amendment 
was to be got in ahead of the amend- 
ment extending the term of canal bonds, 
so that the latter amendment would be 
put off at least one year. Mr. PuLatr 
will, presumably, be unable to prove that 
there was such an understanding. But 
what are the probabilities? 

At the convention Mr. Piatt had the 
advantage of singleness of purpose, He 
wanted to beat canal improvement, and 
he did not care who knew it. The Gov- 
ernor and his political associates wanted 
to carry the State, and they had good 
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reason to doubt whether they could do it. 
In such a situation politicians are apt to 
be all things to all men. To the Canal 
Association of Greater New York they 
certainly gave comforting assurances. 
Mr. PLATT says they gave direct prom- 
ises to the granger enemies of the ca- 
nals. We are afraid his testimony would 
have considerable weight with a jury. 
We think it will have a good deal of 
weight with the people. Gov. ODELL, it 
will be recalled, had a very poor memory 
about the Newburg grocery business. At 
first he was very sure he never had 
any interést in the Matthews concern. 
When proofs were exhibited showing him 
to be a stockholder he revised his first 
statement and explained that he was 
really a creditor, not a stockholder. But 
stock did stand in his name, and un- 
coubtedly many voters went to the polls 
believing that Gov. OpELL actually had 
a large stock interest in a firm that was 
doing business with the State. For our- 
selves, we acquitted him of the slightest 
corrupt intent, but regretted that he had 
not at the outset made a full and frank 
statement. In weighing the contradic- 
tory statments now made by Gov. ODELL 
and Mr. Piatt, the Governor’s testimony 
in rebuttal will naturally be weakened 
by the public recollection of his unsuc- 
cessful attempts to explain the grocery 
matter. 

Back of all that, however, and strong- 
er than all that, lies the inherent proba- 
bility, which, in our judgment, is very 
much on the side of Mr.’PLaTTr. Gov. 
ODELL’sS message of a year ago was one 


long sneer at the canals. During the 


; campaign we had no confidence in his 


canal professions, and said so. We have 
no confidence in them now. His message 
sent to the Legislature a few weeks ago, 
in which he estimated the cost of the 
canal improvement at $250,000,000, was, 
and, we think, was meant to be, a stag- 
gering blow at canal legislation. The 
Governor stands with his party, the lead- 
efs of which do not dare to submit a 
cenal improvement plan to the vote of 
the people. In his impatience with the 
Albany hypocrites and double dealers, 
Mr. JOHN I. Puattr discloses the secrets 
of the Republican council room. It 
avails nothing to say that his disclosures 
are preposterous when corroborative evi- 
dence of their truth is found in the pol- 
icy and behavior of the party. 


LOCAL OPTION IN VERMONT. 

There must be some significance in the 
fact that Vermont has “ gone” local op- 
tion after half a century’s experience of 
nominal prohibition. We do not know 
what may have influenced the majority 
of the voters, which it seems was but a 
narrow majority. It cannot have been 
merely the failure of prohibition to pro- 
hibit, or rather to suppress, since that 
has been the experience of all communi- 
ties and institutions that have tried it, 
from States and cities to the United 
States Army. We should like to believe 
that the motive has been an abhorrence 
of the meanness and hypocrisy inevitably 
and invariably induced by a nominal 
prohibition which cannot be made effect- 
There is also to be considered the 
loss of revenue to the State which comes 
from the false pretense that no intoxi- 
cating liquor is made or sold within its 
borders. 

Probably these elements entered 
more or less into the decision of the vot- 
ers of Vermont. Their decision will be 
satisfactory, we should suppose, to all 
persons except those queerly constituted 
people who care more for a statutory 
declaration in favor of abstinence than 
for the fact of abstinence or of temper- 
ance, These are the people who have 
prevented the drink questton in the army 
from being solved in accordance with the 
practically unanimous judgment of the 
officers, who are far more interested in 
the temperance of the army, and know 
far better how to promote it, than any 
of their critics. The advantage of the 
local option which Vermont has chosen 
is that it enables rural and urban com- 
munities to be differently administered 
in respect to the liquor law, and also 
that it gives some presumption that the 
public sentiment of the communities 
which vote for prohibition will sustain 
prohibition, and that, in such communi- 
ties, it will really prohibit. But the abo- 
lition of a general prohibition, in Ver- 
mont or in any other State, has at least 
the advantage that it appreciably di- 
minishes the volume of humbug and false 
pretenses in such a Commonwealth. 
That is worth something.

A SCARLET FEVER SERUM. 

How much or little attaches to the 
press dispatch from Berlin under date of 
Feb. 2 of the discovery of a scarlet fever 
serum from which good results have been 
obtained, and which is belleved to be a 
specific in the treatment of this dread 
disease, which has been well described 
as ‘“‘the scourge of the nursery,” is still 
indeterminate. Dr. ARONSON, who is 
said to have conducted the experiments 
to a successful conclusion, is well and 
favorably known as a bacteriologist of 
good repute and high capacity. If he 
authorizes the announcement of such a 
discovery what he says will receive re- 
spectful attention. Prof. BaGtnsky of 
the Emperor and Empress Frederick 
Children’s Hospital of Berlin stands at 
or very near the head of German special- 
ists in children’s diseases, and if, as the 
cable reports, he has announced’ Dr. 
ArRonsonN'S discovery, and made himself 
responsible for its therapeutic value, the 
profession everywhere will await full in- 
formation concerning it with eager im- 
patience, } 

Meanwhile, the only place where it 
seems to be understood is in Chicago, 
where the enterprising specialists of the 
Board of He§th are already claiming 
that Aronson and BaGINnsky have ap- 
propriated the serum they have given 
the world. That the important results 
they have claimed have not been verified 
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to the satisfaction of the medical profes- 
sion is a fact which we feel called upon 
to state, however much we may regret it, 
Their enthusiasm for the lemon juice 
typhoid specific of Fercuson of London, 
for example, which it is said they heard 
of in the morning, tried by noon, and 
proclaimed entirely successful before 
night, suggests the idea that perhaps 
they are not as conservative in matters 
of this kind as might be expected of high 
scientific authorities in bacteriology. 
The attitude of the medical profession 
toward the Berlin announcement is one 
of great interest, but better authority 
than is contained in a telegram is needed 
before they will be prepared to accept the 
glad tidings as duly authenticated. Up 
to the present time the specific nature of 
scarlet fever has been a matter of uncer- 
tainty among pathologists. The effort to 
segregate its bacillus has been thus far 
unsuccessful. KLEIN of London claimed 
that it was due to the presence of a mi- 
erococcus obtainable from throat cult- 
ures, but as the representative bacteriol- 
ogists of this country have failed of suc- 
cess in experiments along this line, the 
fact cannot be said to be established, If 
Dr. ARONSON has done it he has suc- 
ceeded where many others have failed. 
That, indeed, would necessarily be the 
first step in the direction of the discov- 
ery claimed for him. Ali sera are pro- 
duced by making animals immune by in- 
oculation and taking the serum from 
their blood. Obviously, therefore, to ob- 
tain a scarlet fever serum it must be 
found possible to inoculate animals with 
scarlet fever, and this has never up to 
this time been accomplished by experi- 
To rob scarlet fever of its ter- 


menters.

rors as completely as diphtheria has been | 
robbed of its dread significance by the 
serum treatment would be a service to 


humanity with which the greatest man 
in the medical profession might be proud 
to link his name.

For Congress to attempt to keep it out 
of the States would be a usurpation of 
a power for which there is no more jus- 
tification than for the usurpation by 
Congress of any other of the powers re- 
served by the Constitution “ to the States 
respectively or to the people,” 

And all this to keep out Smoor, whom 
it would not keep out, since he is not a 
practical polygamist, and who would in 
any case be in long before Mr. JENKINS 
could get his amendment enacted.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES,

——It is natural enough that the mem- 
bers of our Legislature who have been 
using sleeping and parlor car passes 
should be angry with the fellow-member 
who has been so inconsiderate as to fix 
public and official attention on a form of 
economy that is sure in the end to be very 
expensive for the State. Perhaps it is also 
natural that they should determine to pun- 
ish the inconsiderate one by “killing” 
every bill in which he and his constituents 
have any special interest. What is not nat- 
ural, or at least what is abnormally stupid 
because so obviously dangerous, is their 
open announcement of this determination, 
and their jubilant outeries at the first tri- 
umph achieved in carrying it out. For it is 
not a statute that these venturesome 
statesmen have been violating, but an ex- 
tremely clear and drastic provision of the 
State Constitution, which says, in effect, 
that nobody elected or appointed to a pub- 
lic office in this State shall ask or receive, 
for himself or anybody else, ‘‘any free 
pass, free transportation, franking privi- 
lege, or, discrimination in passenger, tele- 
graph, or telephone rates,” and the penalty 
on conviction of this offense is nothing less 
than forfeiture of office. Now, every one 
of the angry and revengeful legislators 
must have been fully aware that all argu- 
ments against their acceptance of passes 
from a railroad company applied with equal 
force to the use by them of passes from a 
car company, and even if they were able 
to persuade themselves that they had not 
violated the letter of the Constitution, they 
know that they violated its spirit. They 
may well fear—as the rest of us may well 
hope—that Major Lanpon, if the effort to 
‘punish ’’ him continues, will complete the 
work he has so ably begun. Why should 
he remain content with getting an authori- 
tative opinion as to the illegality of accept- 
ing these passes? A little judiciously di- 
rected activity on his part would set in mo- 
tion legal machinery of a very crushihg and 
grinding sort. It remains for him to say 
whether or not he is satisfied to have his 
companions cease their evil practices. 
Should he determine that he wants revenge 
as well as reform, he can get it easily by 
supplying the Attorney General with evi- 
dence on which to begin proceedings. Then 
the now jubilant Assemblymen would have 
cause for extreme serlousness, 

---Again a Southern paper is protesting 
against the sort of news from its own part 
of the country that appears in the North- 
ern press. It is The Baltimore Herald that 
presents this grievance now, defining it as 
‘*the misrepresentation of the South by 
the exploitation of the crimes and the leav- 
ing out of all the better things,’ and de- 
claring that the result is the arousing of 
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a feeling which, in its extreme development, 
would be the most awful calamity, the 
civil war alone excepted, that ever befell 
the country. Admitting—which we would 
not do except for the sake of argument— 
that any part of the American press is 
eager to print news injurious to the repu- 
tation of the South, The Herald ought to 
remember that Southern newspaper men 
have the remedy in their own hands, for 
they send out all the dispatches and are 
under no compulsion to devote any more 
attention to lynchings and other murders 
than they choose. Our own opinion, which 
is also a conviction, is that other subjects 
could be made interesting and would be 
gladly used. Indeed, the other subjects are 
“exploited already in frequent instances, 
and the really great achievements of the 
South are as well known in the North as 
they are at home. We, for instance, feel 
no surprise that The Herald should say, in 
the course of its protest, that, “ taking the 
average all through the South, there is no 
place in the world where human life is 
safer, or where the stranger can find more 
cordial or more sincere hospitality.” The 
assertion about human life is perhaps de- 
batable, but there is no question about the 
truth of The Herald's claim that “ there 
is in no country any section where the new 
development is working greater miracles ”’ 
than in the South, 

——A vast number of New Yorkers belong 
to sccieties named after other States, and 
Gather, annually or oftener, to celebrate the 
glory of those States. A stranger who at- 
tended one of these meetings and heard the 
eloquence and enthusiasm with which the 
speakers refer to the scenes of their youth 
might reasonably wonder how they endure 
exile from such happy and prosperous 
lands, why they ever quitted them in the 
first place, and what prevents them from 
going back on the fastest train. That is 
because the stranger would not appreciate, 
as do the rest of us, that all this oratory 
rests On an unexpressed, but thoroughly 
understood, admission that, many as are 
the virtues and beauties of other parts cf 
the country, New York for several and 
sufficient reasons is, for these particular 
bersons, and, on the whole, a better place 
of residence or business, and that the ex- 
iles from this or that garden spot of the 
eurth are entirely content with their pres- 
ent surroundings and have no thought of 
changing them for. others. But as we do 
not complain when the members of these 
State societies vaunt the glories of the 
South or West, why do we look askance 
wher citizens of foreign birth or descent 
proclaim the same abiding love for the 
piaces of their origin? That we do so can- 
not be denied, and sometimes we see in 
the vauntings if not an approach to trea- 
son, at least a lack of patriotism. By their 
very presence here these people, too, pro- 
claim that, fondly as they may remember 
“the old country,” or even ‘the father- 
land,"* they hold America to be best of all. 
They came here to better themselves, and 
they remain here because their expecta- 
tions and hopes have been more or less 
fully realized. They have lost certain joys, 
but they have gained others which they 
evidently value more highly. 


——Now that Mr. LESSLER and M. Quiac 
have been so brilliantly vindicated from 
even the thought of evil-doing, it remains 
for those fortunate gentlemen to bring 
upon the mysteriously wicked DoBLIN the 
punishment he so richly deserves. Surely 
they will not let matters rest where they 
are. Fhe one was frightfully deceived, the 
other horribly slandered, and DoBLIN—well, 
he had nothing to lose and he has lost it. Is 
that enough? Is he not to be driven into 
a corner and forced to tell just what he 
was driving at when he offered a non- 
existent $5,000 to Mr. LESSLER in the name 
of the innocent Mr. QuicG? And the HFlol- 
land people—have they no incentive to fur- 
ther action against the man who, on the 
only theory compatible with the Congres- 
sional verdict, was preparing to subject 
their virtue to a most dangerous test?

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JUSIIGE WOODWARD 
REFUSES CONSTITUENTS 


He Will Not Ask Gov. Odell to Re- 
store Him to Buffalo. 


Appellate Division Justice Refers to the 
Appeals of Associations and News- 
Papers to Have Him 
Redesignated. 


Justice John Woodward of the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, Second De- 
partment, writing to his constituents in 
Brie County, in a letter addressed to Simon 
Fleischman, Adelbert Moot, and James L. 
Quackenbush of the Bar Association of 
*. ~ 
Erie County, under date of Tuesday, said: 

At the close of my last conference with 
you [I promised to givé further considera- 
tion to your suggestion that I request Gov. 
Odcii to revoke my designation to serve in 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court in the Second Department, and to 
cornmunicate to you in writing whatever I 
should decide. 

"Since this suggestion was made to me 
it has given me more concern than I can 
well express. I shall not undertake to 
argue that yédu may be mistaken about the 
really embarrassing conditions that prevail 
in the courts of Western New York, or at 
least in Erie County, by reason of the luck 
of a sufficient number of Justices to do the 
work. I desire to meet the responsibilities 
of this situation without in any manner 
questioning the judgment of genilemen 
whose uniform kindness and support in the 
past and whose generous confidence in the 
present have contributed alike to my hap- 
piness and success. 

“I want first to say that under all ordi- 
nary conditions I would regard it as my 
paramount duty to comply with your wishes 
at once, but I am confronted with a more 
than ordinary situation. After five years 
of service in the court where I am now sit- 
ting, and as my term of designation was cx- 
piring, 4 movement looking to my redesig- 
nation was started by the lawyers of J<ings 
County, taken up by its Bar Association 
and unanimously indorsed. The example 
was followed in the nine other counties of 
the Second Department, and by the great 
and influential Bar Association of the 
County of New York. Added to this was a 
practically unanimous expression of ap- 
proval by the metropolitan newspapers, as 
well as by those in the rural portions of the 
Seccnd Department. I trust I will not 
seem vain or boastful if Isay thatit then 
seemed to me, from all I heard, that these 
reflected the general sentiment of «he peo- 
ple ot all classes whom I was serving. 

“If I did not openly encourage, I cer- 
tainly did not secretly endeavor to prevent 
the pressure of these views upon the Gov- 
ernor of the State, and I think I would 
betray no confidence by stating that the 
action of the Executive, was at least to 
some extent a magnanimous yielding of his 
own preference to what he regarded as a 
public demand worthy of respectful consid- 
eration. 

‘The conditions existing in the courts of 
the Second Department have not changed 
since I aceepted and profited by the most 
flattering support which I have already 
sufficiently mentioned. 

‘“Your request for my return to the 
Eighth District was deferred until atter 
Gov. Odell had reassigned me, and I ied 
tLecome involved in new obligations. Nearly 
a month has since passed, and I have been 
made to feel by many personal letters and 
interviews from the bar of the Second De- 
partment that immediate compliance with 
your wishes would be ungracious conduct 
toward those who believed that they were 
serving a worthy public object by inducing 
the Chief Executive to continue me here. 

“These friends in the East have been 
made during five years of laborious effort 
to win their esteem, through the faithful 
and intelligent performance of public duties. 
To lose any portion of their régard by 
abandoning a post in a manner that would 
seetmn to them hasty or inconsiderate I can- 
not do under the present conditions. 

“To various subdivisions and to the 
Eighth Judicial District as a whole I owe 
all the gratitude that a public man can for 
a streng, continuous, may I say it, even 
an affectionate support. In my own time, 
giving due consideration to all interests, I 
shall not fail to honor their just demands. 

‘‘Present public exigencies, however, re- 
quire that for some time I remain in my 
present place. If when these exigencies 
cense the situation of affairs impresses me 
that I should satisfy the legitimate de- 
mands of judicial duty by leaving my place 
here, I shall recognize those demands and 
act in obedience to them. I give you this 
assurance.”’ 


$14,000,000 WANTED FOR 
WATER FRONT IMPROVEMENTS. 


Commissioner Hawkes’s Proposal to 


Spend $9,627,000 on Five Blocks 
Along the North River. 


Dock Commissioner Hawkes has planned 
for this year the largest improvements 
along the water front that has been put 
forward by the department in_ several 
years. A communication was read at the 
meeting of the Sinking Fund Commission 
yesterday outlining the new plans. The 
amount asked for is $14,058,851. Of that 
amount the Commissioner proposes to spend 
$0,627,000 in improving the stretch of water 
front on the North River from Eighteenth 
Sireet to Twenty-third Street for the use 
of coastwise lines of steamboats. 

It was said yesterday that the Clyde Line 
would probably have new docks in that 
section if the improvement was made. New 
piers are to be constructed ahd are to em- 
body many ideas of dock building that the 
Commissioner obtained on his visit in Eu- 
rope last Summer. Several of the coast- 
wise lines of steamships are to be brought 
from the East River to the North River 
docks to carry out the plans to keep the 


decks on the East River front for the use 
of Sound steamboats and those on the 
North River front for oceangoing craft. 

Commissioner Hawkes desires also to ac- 
quire new property in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn for improving the dock system, 
the cost to be 33,620,000. Controller Grout 
said that the Sinking Fund Commission 
had no power to authorize an expenditure 
of more than $5,000,000 a year, and that the 
increased appropriations must be obtained 
from the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment.

PAY FOR JURORS’ SERVICES. 


Estimate of Cost to the City Under a 
Proposed Ordinance. 


Concerning the ordinance that was passed 
by the Board of Aldermen on Tuesday for 
the payment of $2 a day to each juror, 4 
court official said yesterday, that as there 
were eighteen parts in the Supreme and 
City Courts, and as each part uses an 
average of about forty jurymen a day, 


there would be 720 jurymen a day for all 
the trial parts, and that at $2 a day for 
each, the amount would be $1,440; for we 
five working days of the week, $7,200, for 
the four working weeks, $28,800, and the 
nine working months of the year, $259,200. 

After the deduction of $55,000 that the 
victorious litigants would continue under 
the present law to pay to the Clerks of the 
courts, the cost to the city has been figured 
at $204,200 a year. 


FREE RELIGIOUS ASSOCIATION. 


Centennial Convention to Devote a Ses 
sion to Emerson, Who Was One 
of the Founders. 


BOSTON, Feb. 4.—The Free Religious As- 
sociation, of which Ralph Waldo Emerson 
was one of the founders and Vice Presi- 
dents, is to commemorate the centennial 


of its birth in July by devoting the prin- 
cipal session of its annual convention in 
anniversary work to the subject of Emer- 
son’s religious influence. 

The after-dinner speeches at the evening 
festival will take the form of tributes. ta 
Emerson's memory. The association has 
also arranged for an Emerson memorial 
school of conference for three weeks in 
July, beginning Monday, July 13. The 
morning sessions of the school will be held 
in Concord and the evening sessions in 
Boston.

Requirements for Applicants at Meeting 
of the Committee on Character. 


Francis L. Stetson, Silas B. Brownell, and 
Theron G. Strong, the Committee on Char- 
acter for this year, will meet in the Court- 
house of the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court, Madison Square, to-morrow 
afternoon at 1:30 o'clock. All applicants 


for admission to practice as attorneys and 
counselors must attend in person before the 
committee and present a certificate of one 
or more members of the bar known to the 
committee, which certificate must state 
that the applicant is, to the knowledge of 
the members certifying, of good moral char- 
acter, and must set forth in detail the facts 
upon which such knowledge is based. 

The committee calls special attention to 
the requirement that there shall be a cer- 
tificate from a lawyer known to some mem- 
ber of the committee. It is important that 
this certificate shall state facts and the 
acquaintance with the applicant which jus- 
wues the opinior expressed as to character. 


STEWART ESTATE SUIT. 


Complainant, Belfast Pawnbroking 
Clerk, on the Witness Stand. 


John Stewart, the pawnbroker’s clérk, of 
Belfast, Ireland, who is trying te establish 
his claim that he is a second cousin of A. 
T. Stewart, the merchant, and also that 
Mr. Stewart's will was a forgery, with the 
view of getting some of the estate for him- 
self, was a witness yesterday in his suit be- 
fore Justice O'Gorman in the Supreme 
Court, The present action is to eject the 
heirs of Judge Henry Hilton from the build< 


ing, ‘‘ The Old London Street,” in Broad- 
way, near Waverley Place. Many similar 
sults have been dismissed. 

Mr. Stewart testified that he had had no 
thought of claiming any of A. T. Stewart’s 
fortune until about three years ago, when 
the matter was brought'to his attention by 
M. d’Artigues, a French lawyer, who for 
years has been hunting for Stewart heirs. 
This lawyer, he said, paid all his expenses 
and those of some of the other witnesses 
who have come from abroad, and had seen 
to it that his pay should go on while he 
was out of Ireland. M. d’Artigues, he ad- 
mitted, had taken the case on a contingent 
fee, but he declined to say just what agree- 
ment existed between himself and the law- 
yer, and in this he was supported by the 
court. 

The case was closed with his testimony, 
and David McClure, counsel for the Hilton 
interests, moved to dismiss the complaint on 
one ground that even if Stewart had proved 
hts contentions, both he and his father are 
aliens and cannot inherit real property un- 
der the laws of the United States. The 
matter was laid over until to-day, when 
Irn Leo Bamberger, counsel for Stewart, 
will have an opportunity to reply. 


SLOTH FOR THE MENAGERIE. 


Two Were Sent from South America, 
but the Cold Killed One. 


The menagerie at Central Park yesterday 
received through an unknown donor a 
sloth. one of the rarest animals in captivity 
in thizc country. The animal was received 
with a peccary on a steamship from South 
America that landed at Pier A. 

Superintendent Smith of the menagerie 
received a telephone message in the morn- 
ing that a sloth bear and a wild boar were 
at the pier. He sent Keeper Shannon. to 
investigate, but instead of finding a wild 
boer, found a peccary in good condition 
and a sloth bear nearly dead from cold. 
Tha sloth was one of two that had been 
sent by the unknown donor, and as long as 
trepical climates were encountered was all 
right. When cold weather was reached one 
of the sloths died. 

The surviving animal was taken to the 
menagerie, wrapped in blankets, and placed 
in the warmest room to be had. He was 
fed on milk punches and warm milk in an 
effort to preserve his life. The animal's 
capacity for whisky is said to be enormous.

| Rarely has the Kneisel Quartet given so 
| great and unalloyed delight to so many | 
New York lovers of chamber music as on | 
| Tuesday evening at the fourth of iis 
concerts in Mendelssohn Hall. The eudi- 
ence room was completely filled, and in- ! 
terest and enthusiasm were at their high- 
est. Mr. Kneisel presented a singularly | 
teautiful and well-balanced programme. It | 
included Mozart's fresh and spontaneous 
ouartet for oboe and strings, Brahms’s B | 
major piano trio, Opus 8, and one of the 
great quartets of Beethoven, that in A | 
minor, Opus 132. It seemed as if the right | 
eontrast and complement of musical feel- | 
ing had seldom been so completely secured | 
as in this arrangement. 

The quartet of Mozart’s shares that win- 
some juvenile quality and that precision 
of touch and unerring mastery over his | 
materials that characterized his works | 
more than those of any other composer. It | 
' is unaffected, joyous music, never reaching | 
j any profound depths, nor striving for any, 
| but unceasingly lovely in its simpiicity | 

and its pure melody. The combination cf |

MISS METCALFE’S RECITAL. 


Miss Susan Metcalfe’s second song recital 
was given Tuesday afternoon at Mendels- 
sohn Hall. A considerable audience heard 
it and was pleased. Further hearing of 
Miss Metcalfe’s singing confirms the im- 
pression of its delicate and fragile beauty, 
its charm within its own proper limits. 
Miss Metcalfe, however, does not seem to 
appreciate those limits or to be satisfied 
to remain within them. She has an am- 
bition which, it cannot be denied, is laud- 
able of itself, to attempt more serious and 


weighty things than her voice and style are 
adapted for, but her followin of this 
prompting only makes clearer the limita- 
tions of her art. Her programme included 
songs of the older style by Handel,’ Scar- 
latti, Mozart, and two English composers, 
Anthony Young and J. Brown; two ¢ight- 
eenth century ‘ bergerettes,’’ six songs of 
Brahms's, two of Fauré’s and Strauss’s, 
and one of Taubert’s. She was at her best 
in the older songs. The famous air from 
Handel's Italian opera, “ Serse,’’ ** Ombra 
mai fu,’’ that has been done to death in 
all kinds of perversions, she sang very 
beautifully, with exquisite purity of style. 
Of a delightful charm, also, was her sing- 
ing of the two French bergerettes of the 
artificial eighteenth century manner, very 


| dainty and delicate little pieces that are 


ncething without an interpretation so .ex- 
actly right in all respects as here. Her 
singing of the “ Batti, batti’’ aria from 
Mozart's ‘‘Don Giovanni’ lacked repose 
and clarity; the English songs were charm- 
ingly sung. 

The songs by Brahms require a robduster, 
fuller-blooded musical nature than hers, & 
deeper feeling, and a_ richer utterance. Of 
the sustained breadth and passion of his 


| ‘*Liebestreu’’ and ‘‘ Mainacht"’ she gave 


little idea. The lighter ones are best acdapt- 
ed to her style. Miss Metcalfe has faults 
of production and of enunciation which is 
sometimes faulty, especially when the lan- 


| guage she uses is English, and the qyaiity 


of her voice is not always wholly wgree- 
able. But there is an irresistible charm 
ibout her singing when it is shown at its 
best, an individual quality that is delight- 
ful, and even in that which can least be 
accepted there is always the note of con- 
viction and of an intense sincerity.

ART OF OLD JAPAN 


Collection of Bunkio Matsuki at the 
American Art Galleries. 


Treasures in Wood Carving, Metal Work 
Stamped and Carved Leather and 
Paintings Shown. 


The upper rooms of the American Art 
Galleries not occupied by the Lyall pictures 
are filled with a Japanese collector’s treas- 
ures in wood carving, metal work, old 
stamped and carved leathers, and paintings 
on paper and wood, which form in them- 
selves a small museum of objects of the 
applied arts of Japan and China. They will . 
be sold at unrestricted auction on the aft- 
ernoons of Thursday, Friday, and Satur- 
day, Feb. 12, 13, and 14. 

These objects belong to Mr. Bunkio Mat- 


‘suki, a descendant of the Tategawa family 


of artist-artisans and builders of temples, 
who has had the advantage of being a 
Japanese and a lover of curios. He has 
been able to collect objects from dismantled 
temples and those which were reorganized 
when an attempt was made from govern- 
mental sources to change the religion of 
Japan. The Boxer troubles in China have 
also thrown things in his way, and the re- 
sult is a very curious and interesting lot 
of things. 

The most unusual portion of the gather- 
ing is in the department of leathers, which 
has not only Japanese objects, but includes 
rare old pieces from Holland and Italy, 
imported while the Dutch had'a commer- 
cial settlement on the fringe of secluded 
Japan, where the despised traders from 


Europe were allowed to vegetate so ‘ong ‘ 


as they held in proper respect the sanctity 
of Japanese soil and maintained the rule 
to keep it inviolate. 

The variety and beauty of the Japanese 
leathers make them well worth study. 
Some are decorated with a fine hair pat- 
tern like the crackle on porcelains, others 
quaintiy sliced with the knife so that the 
whiter inner part of the skin makes a pat- 
tern against the pale brown or yellow, choco- 
late, Or dark-blue color with which they 
are dyed. Others are stenciled with flower 
designs, or dragons, fish, or fruits. ‘here 
are embossed leathers treated with gold 
and colors, leather panels with black and 
gold lacquers po tipeae es insects, fish, 
animals, human and mythological figures. 

There are pouches of embroidered and 
enameled leather, or with inlay of metais 
and leather of different colors, tobacco 
pouches, pocketbooks, and inros. A curi- 
ous piece is a Japanese cuirass made of old 
Dutch leather, with a design of flowers and 
shells in natural colors on a dull silvery- 
white ground. It is very strange to see 
old European work adapted to Oriental 
needs and often given an Oriental look by 
some touch of the Japanese craftsman. 

A dozen boxes and trunks of old European 
leathers, finished inside with Japanese 
leather brocade or lacquer, show the ac- 
tivity of the merchants who brought back 
to Eurgpe the knowledge of porcelain and 
thus started, at first, with Japanese and 


Chinese designs, so many famous kilns. It 


is a revelation of the powerful influence 
exerted in both directions from countries 
on opposite sides of the earth after the dis- 


coverers circumnavigated Africa and South 


America. 

Brass and other metal pieces are less 
prominent, but many are notable. Here 
are hanging lamps, door plates, and han- 
dies from palaces, candlesticks and tem- 
ple canopies for figures of saints. An In- 


cense burner has both inner and outer cov- 


er perforated with openings in the shape of 
Buddhist and Chinese characters, so that 
the smoke, rolling up from the bottom, has 
to issue in the form of these auspicious 
signs or words and carry them up to the 
abode of the blessed spirits—surely a quaint 
and charming idea! 

The carvings in wood, painted in dull 
worn colors or rich with enamel and 
lacquers, are often exquisite in tones and 
sometimes very bold in design. The fanci- 
ful fish or dolphins that decorate the roofs 
of temples are here in several examples 
with their tails in the air and their eyes 
brilliant with enamel paint, their bodies 
brave with gold lacquer or enamel. A pair 
of eccentric lions from the seventeenth cen- 
tury with flame-shaped triple tails are of 
wood with old dull lacquer decoration. 

Very beautiful is the latticed panel of 
wood, No. 765, with an oval centre, in 
which, carved’ in high relief, is a cat 
asleep among peony flowers. This comes 
from the space above a door in the temple 
of Akiwa, which suffered from fire in 1774. 
It is supposed to be a work of the carver 
Jinguro, a celebrated artist in the Tate- 
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Forty-third Annual Statement, for the Year Ending December 31, 1902.

Some of the openwork panels of. wood, 
shaped like Chinese fans and having groups 
of birds and trees, all bearing symbolical 
meanings, are extraordinary examples of 
the power of the old carvers to design in a 
limited mpece and give life and truth to 
figures. emple screens and table screens, 
palace window grilles and old temple payels 
carved in low relief, and cabinets finished 
in gold lacquer make one feel the great su- 
periority of ancient to modern Japanese art, 

Here ‘is a double screen of severely simple 
lattice work, with medallions on each wing, 
having in low relief a peacock fronting with 
expanded tail. At the bottom are longish 
panels with lively but conventionalized dé- 
signs of ocean and clouds. This is an ‘ex- 
quisite bit for feeling in line and proportion. 
A pierced panel shows the Japanese god of 
wind with a lion’s head and his big bag 
with the ‘two openings firmly clutched at 
both ends so that the wind shall not escape, 
rising balloonlike above him. The cloud 
motive forms the rest of the panel. 

It would take too long to enumerate half 
the quaint, charming, and really beautiful 
things in this collection, the sceptres, old 
dolls, lanterns in brass and bronze, the 
metal mirrors with carved frames, koros 
and hibashis for temple or for private use, 
the old bronze gongs, the picturesque ke- 
mans of hammered and pierced brass, vo- 
tive offerings in temples, the pagoda bells 
and brass temple banners. ere are the 
spoils of old temples and palaces. The 
little catalogue has a preface touching 
briefly on some of the famous designers 
and carvers .of old time and giving repro- 
ductions of notable pleces.,

NEW FOOTBALL PROJECT] 


Columbia Negotiating with Califor- 
nia Teams for Games. 


Contests with Leland Stanford and Cali- 
fornia Universities to he Played 
During Christmas Holidays. 


Reports at Columbia yesterday indicate 
that this coming football season at the unt- 
versity will mark an elaborate departure 
from former seasons in that the team’s 
schedule may include for the first time 
games with football teams of the Far West. 
The report is unofficial as yet, but the in- 
formation on which it is based seems to in- 
dicate that there is something more in it 
than mere idle rumor, and that when Co- 
lumbia’s complete gridiron schedule for 
1903 is published it will contain games with 
the football teams of Leland Stanford 
Junior University and of the University of 
California. 

Richard Smith, Columbia's football 
said to be the man behind the 
project. Smith comes from the West, and 
since his connection with Columbia he has 
been anxious to arrange some games be- 
tween Columbia and Western teams. Smith 
was formerly a student at the University 
of Oregon, and when he wrote some time 
ago to the football management of both 
the Western universities his proposition, 
it is said, was received with favor, especial- 
ly as both these institutions have in past 
years tried to arrange games with Colum- 
bia to be played out West during the 
Christmas holidays. William Erb, Colum- 
bia’s "Varsity quarterback part of last sea- 
son, was formerly a player on the Stanford 
eleven, and therefore has some influence 
with his old team in vegard to the sug- 
gested game between his Alma Mater and 


Columbia, where he is now a4 law student. 
It 1s said that Nicholas Murray Butler, 
President of the university, has approved 
of the plan. The proposed dates for the 
meeting of the East and West at football 
during the Columbia Christmas holi- 
days, when the men will not have to cut 
lectures in order to take the trip 

Those students concerned in football to 
whom the suggestion has come that Colum- 
bia is to take such a Western trip are 
heartily in favor of the scheme, believing 
that it will increase Columbia's reputation

Notwithstanding the Western storm, 
which broke telegraphic communication 
with Chicago, and the continued stagna- 
tion in arbitrage dealings with London, 
the stock market yesterday broadened 
out considerably, and the total sales were 
larger than on any day in three weeks. 
With this increase of activity there was 
a further accession of strength, and alto- 
gether the speculative outlook showed 
much improvement, without, however, 
eny change from the professional char- 
acter of the trading. 

The day opened with a reported deal 
between Rock Island and Union Pacific 
to impart interest and life to the mar- 
ket. It did impart interest, but failed to 
impart much strength, as Rock Island 
did not advance in the usual way when a 
deal is announced. Indeed, it looked as 
if deal rumors had been overworked for 
the present. So many of them have 
failed to materialize that the public has 
become suspicious of them. As regards 
this new Rock Island report, there were 
no developments of an official character, 
and in the absence of anything but 
“mystery ”’ the Street was disposed to 
believe that what is proposed is a traffic 
arrangement between the two systems 
like that recently made between St. Paul 
and Union Pacifi¢. The new life impart- 
ed to the market came rather from other 
sources. The chief interest in the after- 
noon centred in the coalers, chiefly Read- 
ing, which advanced 2 points, with large 
transactions. United States Steel stocks 
were active but did not hold their promi- 
mence of the day before, and after early 
strength lost part of their gains. ‘The 
market closed with net advances in a 
Yast majority of the stocks.

The continued strength of Amalgamated 
and Anaconda Copper stocks on the Ex- 
change and of the lower-priced issues on 
the curb makes pertinent the declaration 
of LD.

BANKS WOULD REGULATE 
TRUST COMPANY CLEARANCES. 


Amendments to the Clearing House 
Constitution Regarding Weekly 
Statements, Reserves, and 
Examinations. 


Amendments to the constitution of the 
Clearing House Association were presented 
yesterday at a special meeting called for 
this purpose. The amendments, ' which 
have been generally outlined in these col- 
umns, relate to the regulation of the facili- 
ties to be extended to non-members, tliat 
is, trust companies. The amendments will 
be definitely acted upon next Wednesday, 
as under the constitution of the Clearing 
House constitutional amendments cannot 
be acted on at the meeting at which they 
are presented. 

The resolutions propose amendments to 
the constitution to this effect, that no m«m- 
bers of the Clearing House Association shall 


make exchanges through the Clearing 
House for non-members except on these 
terms: ‘i 

1, No member of the association shall make 
exchanges through the Clearing House for any 
bank or other institution whose exchanges have 
not heretofore been so made through a member, 
unless the same shall have been actually doing 
business for at least one year, nor until the 
making of such exchanges by a member shall 
have been appreved by the Clearing House Com- 
mittee after an examination of such bank or in- 
stitution made by the Clearing House Committee 
or by some other committee of the association 
duly appointed for that purpose. 

2. On and after Jan. 1, 1904, every such non- 
member bank or institution shall pay to the as- 
sociation the amount of $1,000 annually in ad- 
vance. 

3. Every such non-member bank or institution 
shall submit to the same examinations as are 
now required of members of the association, 

4. Every such non-member bank or institution 

shall furnish to the manager of the Clearing 
House, at the close of business on each Friday, a 
weekly statement of its condition, 
5. Every such non-member institution (not a 
bank required by law to maintain a _ specified 
reserve) shall om and after June 1, 1903, keep in 
its vaults a cash reserve equal to 5 per centum 
of its deposits; and on and after Feb, 1, 1904, 
such cash reserve shall be at least 744 per centum 
of its denosits, and on and after June 1, 1904, 
such cash reserve shall be such percentage as 
shall from time to time be fixed by the Clearing 
Hiouse Committee, but not less than 10 nor more 
than 15 per centum of its deposits, 


Violations of these rules are punishable 
by suspension. At present there are fifty- 
eight banks which are members of the as- 
sociation. There are twenty-eight trust 
companies which clear through sixteen of 
these banks. 

Among the trust companies there is ccen- 
siderable feeling against these resolutions, 
and there was some talk of the advisabil- 
ity of establishing a separate clearing 
house.

Wrpow’s PortTion.—The Special Term cf 
the Supreme Court and the Appellate Di- 
vision upheld a demurrer to a complaint 
in an action brought by Polly “avinia 
Crawford against Eugene Nassoy, her hus- 
band’s administrator, to recover from him 
certain property which he shouid have 
turned over to her as her widow's portion, 
on the ground that a widow cannot reduce 
suck property to possession except through 
the regular course of administration. On 
Mrs. Crawford's appeal to the Court of 
Appeals, that tribunal has ordered a re- 


versa! of the lower courts, holding that 
the plaintiff's portion as widow vested in 
her absolutely on the death of her husband, 
and that the right of possession followed 
the legal title. ‘‘It is difficult to see 

said Judge O’Brien, for the court of iast 
resort, ‘‘ what the Surrogate has to do with 
preperty which is not an asset, and which 
the statute declares belongs to the widow. 
There is no reason why she has not the 
same remedies to protect or recover her 


} own property that any other owner has, 


Aniong the articles which the statute ¢nu- 
merates and gives to her absolutely is 
wearing apparel. It cannot be that when 
the law gave it to her it was ever inte nded 
that she could not reduce it to possession 
and enjoyment, except through administra- 
tion in the Surrogates’ Court, and what is 
true of that is equally true of all the other 
articles and property described in the stat- 


ute.”’

NEWSPAPER RIGHTS. “The Texas Court Fr 
Criminal Appeals a few days ago decided 
against the right of Judge Gillespie of the 
District Criminal Court of Harris County, 
that State, to punish Marcellus E, Foster, 
editor of The Houston Chronicle, for con- 
tempt in publishing a true and accurate ac- 
count of the trial of D. E. Williams and 
others for murder after he had been warned 
by the court not to do so. Mr. Foster 
printed nothing in his article which would 
in any way reflect on the trial Judge; he 
merely published, he alleged, a statement of 
the testimony adduced from the witnesses 
in the case. That, he claimed, he had a 
right to do under the Constitutional guar- 
anty allowing a public trial and the free- 
dom of the press. The opinion of the Ap- 
pellate Court is written by Judge John M. 


Henderson, and is concurred in by Judges 
Davidson and Brooks. Judge Henderson 
said in part: ‘Section 8 of our bill of 
rights guarantees the freedom of speech 
and the liberty of the press. Section 10 
guarantees to an accused person a speedy 
public trial by an impartial jury. If the 
Constitution guarantees a public trial, is 
it in the power of the court to make it a 
private trial? If not, then where is the 
power of the court to prohibit spectators 
or to require or enforce thereafter silence 
on those who may witness and hear the 
proceedings? If there is no power on the 
part of the court to prevent spectators from 
rehearsing evidence, by the same logic the 


court has no authority to prevent a pub- | 


lication of the testimony. Our Constitu- 
tion is but in accord with the genius and 
spirit of our free institutions, which is in- 
tended to guarantee publicity 
ceedings of our courts, and the 
freedom in the discussion of the doings of 
such tribunals consistent with truth and 
decency. And, as has been well said, 
‘When it is claimed that this right has in 
any manner been abridged, such .claim 
must find its support, if any there be, in 
some limitation expressly imposed by the 
lawmaking power. And this imposition 
must be in accord with the provisions of 
our Constitution guaranteeing the publicity 
of all trials as well as the freedom of 
speech and of the press. 
the pa Judge who exercised his author- 
ity in this instance did it, as he believed, 
in the interest of the due administration 
of the law; but the argument of conveni- 
ence can have no weight as against those 
safeguards of the Constitution which were 
intended by our fathers for the preserva- 
tion of the rights and liberties of the citi- 
zens. And even if there was a _ conflict 
here between the authority and dignity of 
the court, that should yield to the plain 
letter of the Constitution. “j

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Alleged Murderer’s Trial Begun 
Despite Protests. 


Physicians Decide That Prisoner Can 
Stand the Strain—Three Jurors 
Are Chosen. 


After ineffectual efforts to bring about a 
postponement by counsel for the defense 
the work of selecting a jury to try William 
Hooper Young, the grandson of Brigham 
Young, the Mormon prophet, accused of the 
murder of Mrs, Anna Pulitzer last Septem- 
ber, Was begun yesterday afternoon before 
Justice Herrick in the Criminal Branch 
of the Supreme Court. Before the Justice 
adjourned court last night three jurymen 
had been selected. They were:

Justice Herrick then ordered the prisoner 
brought in. After a minute the two Dep- 
uty Sheriffs appeared carrying Young in 
an armchair through the crowd of tales- 
men and. spectators. Then the work of 
selecting the jury was at once begun. 

Young looked better than he did in the 
morning. At first he sat in various atti- 
tudes of dejection and at times his head 
swayed weakly from side to side. But 
after the proceedings began in earnest he 
seemed to brighten .up and take interest in 
what was going on about him. He even 
made whispered suggestidns to Mr. Hart 
and former Excise Commissioner Andrews, 
who appears with the defense in an ad- 
visory capacity, and were seated near 
Young. He scanned each talesman called 
with manifest care, and regarded each 
juror sworn intensely. 

Justice Herrick showed a great deal of 
expedition in the matter of selecting the 
jurers. While he allowed both the District 
Attorney and Mr. Hart ample time to ex- 
amine the talesmen, he pursued a course 
contrary to usual precedent and questioned 
them himself before counsel began. Thomas 
H. Magee, who was the first talesman ex- 
amined, was selected to fill the first seat 
in the jury box with little loss of time. 
Mr. Hart, in his questions, intimated that 
the defense would be insanity, and ap- 
peared particularly anxious that the jurors 
should be men not prejudiced against ad- 
herents of the Mormon faith. 

After three jurors had been selected the 
trial was adjourned until this morning. It 
is likely that the jury will be completed to- 
day and that the taking of testimony will 
begin to-morrow, unless something unfore- 
seen should happen before that time. 

Assistant District Attorney Clarke, who, 
with Assistant District Attorney Studin, is 
prosecuting the case, announced last night 
that he had seventy-five witnesses to call, 
if the court would allow him to call them 
all, There are seventy-three witnesses for 
the defense, among them: the mother of 
William Hooper Young, who will come from 
the West to testify for her son. Young's 
father is in Paris. seriously ill.

KILLED SISTER AND HIMSELF. 


Ne’er-Do-Well Brother’s Demand for 
Money Being Refused, He Commit- 
ted Murder and Suicide. 


Because she would not give money to a 
ne’er-do-well brother Mrs. Mary Fleischer, 
fifty-two years old, of 60 East Third Street, 
last evening was shot and killed as she 
stood behind the counter of the little candy 
and cigar store she kept at that place. Her 
brother, Adolph Gross, thirty-eight years

There are two daughters, Sarah, twen- 
ty years old, and Tessie, sixteen, and a 
son, Louis, fourteen years old. Sarah and 
her mother were the only ones at home 
when Gross called last evening. 

Nathan Moskowitz told the police that he 
heard Gross ask Mrs. Fleischer in Hun- 
garian for money. She answered that she 
did not have more than she needed for the 
support of her family.

BONNER SUIT STILL ON. 


Veterinary Roberge Gives Some Defini- 
tions of His Calling. 


Veterinarian Franklin Roberge again 
took the stand yesterday in the trial of his 
suit to recover $100,000 from the estate of 
Robert Bonner, now progressing before Jus- 
tice Greenbaum in the Supreme Court. Dr. 
Roberge claims that Mr. Bonner promised 
him a legacy of this amount in lieu of pay 
for treating his horses. While being exam- 
ined by his counsel, ex-Surrogate Ransom, 
Dr. Roberge was asked to define his calling: 

“It is a_ science,” he said. ‘It is the 
study of the anatomy of the animal—the 
study of his fine points. It is a study of his 
legs and their articulative limits. The ar- 
ticulative surfaces of the joints have their 
limits, They are like hinges. A horse is 
like an engine, but an engine on legs in- 
stead of on wheels. You can change his 
pathological attitude into his physical at- 
titude. -In treating a horse one must study 
his language. You must know what he 
tells you. For instance, when a horse you 
are treating holds out his foot to you, he 
tells you plainly that in that foot or leg 
lies the trouble.” 

Roberge testified later that proper shoe- 
ing will instantly improve the gait of a 
trotter from five to twenty seconds. Dr. 
Roberge also told of having treated Dexter, 
Maud S§., Rarus,. Sunol, and other horses 
vhich made the Bonner stable famous. The 
case goes on to-day. 


CAUGHT AFTER LONG CHASE. 


Chicago Man Arrested Here on a Forged 
Mortgage Charge. 


After a chase lasting more than four 
years and extending over most of the coun- 
try, Adolph Kuhn, who, the police say, is 
wanted in Chicago for forgery, was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Flammer, in the 
Jefferson Market Court, yesterday by De- 
tective Sergeant Conick of the Chicago 
Detective Bureau and remanded to await 
the arrival of extradition papers. 

According to the detective, Kuhn was in- 
dicted at the April term of the Cook Coun- 
ty («ill.) Grand Jury for alleged forgery 
ccmmitted in the name of Robert R. Simon, 
Recorder of Deeds for Cook County. Kuhn's 
plan, according to the detective, was to 
offer a bona fide mortgage to some man 
of means, and, after he had taken it up, 
substitute for it a bogus one, In this way 
the prisoner, it is alleged, procured thou- 
sands of dollars. 


URGES CHILD LABOR LAWS. 


Central Federated Union Approves 
Measures Now Before the Legislature. 


The Central Federated Union, at a meet- 
ing at the University Settlement, 184 Eld- 
ridge Street, yesterday indorsed two bills 
still further restricting the employment of 
child labor in the State. The bills, which 


have gone to Albany, require parents to 
file with the Board of Health, previous to 
the empoyment of a child in a factory 
or mercantile establishment, incontroverti- 
ble evidence that the child is fourteen years 
old or over. This evidence may be a 
transcript of a birth certificate or religious 
register. In addition, the school record 
rendered must include the child’s age as 
entered on the school books. At present 
all that is required is the parent's affi- 
davit before a Notary. 

By the new bills also oxisting laws pro- 
hibiting the employment of children under 
fourteen and regulating the work of those 
between fourteen and sixteen are extended 
to cover children employed by telegraph, 
messenger, delivery, and other offices. 
Further provisions include the repeal of 
the existing law allowing vacation work in 
factories and mercantile establishments to 
children whose school record do not 
entitle them to employment during the 
entire year, while children are prohibited 
absolutely from working in. factories or 
mercantile establishments more than ten 
hours in one day. Now such excegs is al- 
lowéd if the purpose is to shorten the fol- 
lowing day’s work. 


Thirty-nine Arrests for Spitting. 
Forty men of the sanitary squad of the 
Health Department were sent out yester- 
day by Commissioner Lederle to arrest per- 


sons caught expectorating in cars, ferry- 
houses, and other public places. The men 
made thirty-nine arrests. One hundred and 
twenty-five policemen who were sent out 
on a similar errand last week made only 
twenty-three arrests. Commissioner Led- 
erle said that it was his intention to con- 
tinue the warfare until the law is respected.
